There was a reference by Senator 
Smoot to the rule which provides 
for the expulsion of senators who 
disclose the happenings at secret 
executive sessions and there was 
reference to a threat of the majority 
to clap the lid of secrecy on tighter 
even than ever in the future.

The final adoption by Congress 
of the District appropriation bill 
is to turn this year on the school 
site restriction passed by the House, 
it became known yesterday. There 
are indications that the Senate, in 
the generous manner in which it 
usually tries to meet the wishes of 
the District, will eliminate the pro- 
vision which provides that not more 
than 25 per cent more than the as- 
sessed value may be paid for school 
sites.

In addition to the support in the 
Senate for the restriction propon- 
ents of it in the House are pre-

there and there are indications that 
the bill will be kept in conference 
if the Senate goes counter to the 
wishes of the House.

$2,000 to the committee estimates, 
and making but few adjustments in 
street and school items as recom- 
mended by the budget bureau.

Corn whisky constitutes 75 per 
cent of the liquor bootlegged in this 
city, according to the police. The 
remaining 25 per cent, they Say, 
consists of mixed, or ‘‘bath-tub” 
| concoctions such as gin, fake Scotch 
and rye, a fairly large quantity of 
peach brandy, and an almost neg- 
lible quantity of ‘‘real stuff.” 

What corn whisky is not actually 
made in this city is brought here 
in high-powered automobiles ‘with’ 
an average lMquor capacity of 136 
gallons. More than 500 of these 
rum cars have been captured by 
police and prohibition agents since 
the advent of prohibition. 

The corn whisky that is seized 
bears little resemblance to the cele- 
brated “‘mountain dew” that was 
made in the days before prohibition. 
Most of it, police say, is made in a 
hurry and sent to the market while 
it is ‘‘green’’—-that is, before it is 
properly aged. 

The prohibition agents, under the 
direction of Divisional Chief Gerald 
P. Murphy, have been devoting al- 
most all of their time in searching 
out and destroying moonshine 
plants. This is in line with the 
edict of Brig. Gen. Lincoln C. An- 
drews, chief of the prohibition 
forces of the nation, that the boot- 
leg industry be hit at the source. 

Biggest Still Captured. 

The police ‘flying squadron,’’ 
under Capt. Guy E. Burlingame. 
also has been hot after the sti op- 
erators. Recently, this squadron 
destroyed the biggest still ever 
found in Washington. Since last 
September, Burlingame’s men have 
destroyed 47 stills in this city. 

Prior to the present drive 
against the moonshiners, the polica 
and the agents were devoting most 
of their time to what they call 
‘road work’’—watching the roads

exciting and most dangerous work 
of all. About three months ago, 


a speeding rum car struck the 
agents’ car and sent it somersault- 
ing into a ditch. Chief Murphy 
and ‘four of his men foresaw the 
crash and just managed to jump 
to the road in time. 

Capt. Burlingame and four ,of 
his men also had a narrow escape 
recently. They were pursing a rum 
car. Near a bend in the road, the 
rum runner spilled. a large can of 
oil on the road, thinking to make 
Burlingame’s machine skid. Bur- 
lingame saw what he was doing, 
however, and brought his machine 
to a stop. He was travelling close 
to 70 miles an hour at the time, 
and he and his colleagues probably 
would have been killed had the ma- 
chine struck the oil at that pace. 

To guard the roads adequately 
against rum runners would require 
20 crews of policemen and prohi- 
bition agents and as many fast 
automobiles, according to Capt. 
Burlingame. 


Says More Men Needed. 


“There are 80 roads leading into 
this city,” Capt. Burlingame said. 


“Not all of these are used by the 


liquor men, but more of them are 
used than we can watch. What we 
need is more men, more machines 
and good drivers. If we had these, 
I think we could just about dry up 
this city.’’

ment plan. Under this system a 
finance corporation is given a lien 
on the machine. In the event it is 
sejzed, the finance corporation can 
claim it. The rum runner never 
permits himself to pay any great 
amount on the machine. When his 
payments do begin to pile up, he 
exchanges the machine for a new 
one, and then starts all over again. 

‘Hunting stills is the most ardu- 
ous phase of the agent’s work. When 
they are on such an assignment, the 
agents wear heavy boots and the 
roughest kind of clothing. Most 
of the stills are located in swamps 
cr dense woods, extremely difficult 
to approach. 


Warnings Sent Ahead. 


Lately, the agents say, their 
presence in the vicinity has been 
broadcast from town to town by 
telephone and warnings sent out to 
the various moonshine plants. 

Negroes do most of the work at 
the moonshine plants. They are re- 
cruited from among the farm hands 
and laborers in that part of the 
country, and are paid from $2.50 to 
$5 a day. The jobs assigned to them 
are bottling the whisky, stirring 
the mash from which the whisky 
is made, cutting wood for use in 
the boiler, standing guard, and 
odd jobs. 

The highest-paid moonshiner is 
the “‘blocker,’’ or, as he, himself, 
prefers to be called, the chemist. 
This individual, who sometimes 
does know something about chem- 
istry, is in charge of the actual 
manufacture of the whisky. He re- 
cefves from $100 to $125 a week. 

Many of the moonshine plants 
are owned by men in this. city. 
These men also have their own 
runners to bring the liquor over 
the roads. The drivers are usually 
very expert, and consequently very 
well paid. 

In most cases, the liquor car is 
accompanied or preceded by a con- 
voy car. The driver of this latter 
car is expected to warn the driver 
of the liquor car if policemen and 
prohibition agents are encountered. 
Sometimes, too, the convoy car will 
attempt to wreck the police car. 


Ideal for Moonshiners. 


The country extendiag from 
around Waldorf to Leonardtown is 
ideal for moonshine purposes, ac- 
cording to the prohibition agents. 
The territory, they point out, 
abounds with swamps, inlets, un- 

erbrush, and weeds—-just what is 
needed for a still site, 

Another great-advantage in hav- 
ing a still in that territory lies in 
the large number of roads that may 
be used in bringing the lquor into 
Washington. No other section of 
Maryland is go well favored in this 
respect, | 
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»Virginia is very unpopular with 
‘'moonshiners, because of the severe 
‘State law against the manufacture 
of Hquor. The law is so serere 
that prohibition agents, after cap- 
turing meonshiners, turn them over 
ito the State authorities.

HWwen with 
the rank smeli of the whisky, sup- 
pressed, there is danger. In the 
past year or so, a chemical has been 
discovered which will kill the smell. 


How Stills Are ‘“Spotted.”’ 


But even where this precaution 
is taken, the agents or police are 
able to ‘‘spot’’ stills. For example, 
if they see, or hear of, large quan- 
tities of sugar or corn meai—the 
chief ingredients of the mash—-be- 
ing taken to a particular place, they 
are reasonably certain that they 
will find a still there. 


A fairly large-size still costs 
about $1,000 to construct and put 
in operation. Therefore, unless the 
operator can run it for a month or 
more, he can not hope to make a 
profit. The product for the first 
several days is worthless. 

It is admitted that most of those 
whose stills are destroyed put up 
new ones elsewhere. For this rea- 
son, the seige of the prohibition 
agents must be a relentless one if 
the moonshine industry is to be 
stamped out. 

Hijacking is reported to be rife 
in Maryland at present. Moonshin- 
ers and rum runners have said, in 
fact, that they fear the hijackers 
even more than they do the law. 


Thousands of gallons of liquor are 


taken from stills and from runners 
every year by these strange robbers. 
and they have even been known to 
dismantle and carry away stills. 


Industrial Alcohol Problem. 


There is only one thing the hi- 
jacker needs to fear, and that is a 
bullet. He knows that the victim 
can not complain to the authorities. 

The most important problem in 
this city next to stopping the flow 
of corn liquor is to stop the leaks 
of industrial alcohol and finding the 
plants where this alcohol is ‘‘cook- 
ed’’ to remove the denaturants. 

Most of the liquor that now 
passes for scotch, rye and bacardi 
is made from this alcohol, accord- 
ing to the police. In their raids 
they have found complete facilities 


‘for putting up these fake liquors. 


They have found revenue stamps; 
labels, bottling .machinery, imple- 
ments with which to ‘age’ the 
corks, and straw'to put in the pack- 
ages. They also have found bacardi 
essence, scotch essence and rye es- 
sence, a drop or two of which gives 
the concoction the desired flavor.

CURRENCY AGAIN FALLS 


Bucharest, Roumania, March 27 
(BY <A. P.).—Premier Bratiano 
presented his resignation to King 
Ferdinand tonight and the king ac- 
cepted it. This marked the expira- 
tion of the four-year mandate of 
the government prescribed by the| 
Roumanian constitution. 

In his closing speech recounting 
the parliament’s labors during these 
four years, the premier laid stress 
on the amount of work accomplish- 
ed toward achieving legal, educa- 
tional and administrative unifica- 
tion. 

The bankers, industrialists and | 
commercial interests, ghowever, are 
more disposed to judge the Bratiano 
government’s achievements by the 
position of the leu on exchange, 
and this today dropped to almost | 
one-fiftieth of its gold value, the 
maximum point of depreciation yet 
reached.

State Honors Son on Eighty- 
Fourth Anniversary of His 
Epochal Operation. 


A statue of Dr. Crawford W. 
Long, country doctor of Georgia, 
régarded by many as the first to 
perform an anesthetized surgical 
operation, will be unveiled in stat- 
uary hall of the Capitol ‘Tuesday 
aftérnoon at o’clock by Mrs. 
Frances Long Taylor and Miss 
Emma Long, daughters of Dr. Long, 
in the presence of Gov. Clifford M. 
Walker of Georgia and many no- 
tables and persons from Georgia, 
Pennsylvania and the District of 
Columbia. Mrs. C. W. Roberts, of 
this city. a great granddaughter of 
Dr. Long. will attend the ceremony. 

The unveiling will take place on 
the eighty-fourth anniversary of 
what is recognized by many as the 
first painless operation. 

In March, 1842, Dr. Long, in his 
office, removed a small tumor from 
the neck of James W. Venable, near

. Jeffersonville, Ga., the physician’s 


home, after having induced anes- 
thesia by applying a towel satu- 
rated with sulphuric ether to Mr. 
Venable’s nose. 


Ether Studied as Excitant. 


Dr. Long, according to his rec- 
ords, had first studied ether as an 
excitant, recalling that old-time 
“quilting parties’ often concluded 
with an ‘ether frolic’’ for the 
guests. After experimenting with 
the drug on himself. he decided to 
put it to medical use. 

In’ describing his operation, he 
related how he suggested to Mr. 
Venable, whom he knew ‘‘to be ac- 
customed to inhale ether,”’ the possi- 
bility of removing his tumor with- 
Out pain while under the drug’s in- 
fluence. 

Mr. Venable, the record states, 
did not seem aware that the opera- 
tion had been performed until he 
was shown the removed tumaer. He 
told Dr. Long he felt no pal 

Two years later Dr. Lohg 
moved ua second tumor from Mr. 
Venable and the memoirs of the 
Physician’s wife narrate how diffi- 
cult it was for her husband to per- 
suade his patients to take ether for 
operations. 


Claimed by Three Others. 


Unfortunately Dr. Long did not 
write of his experiments with the 
use of ether in operations until 
1849 and this led to a controversy 
reaching down to the present day. 
Three others, Horace Wells, of 
Hartford. Conn., and W. T. G. Mor- 
ton and Charles T. Jackson, of Bose 
ton, have claimed the honor of being 
the first to use an anesthetic in a 
surgical operation. 

Adherents to the claim of Dr. 
Long, however, assert that this re- 
sulted from the delay in his com- 
munication of the results of his 
anesethetic operations to the medi- 
cal papers of that day. On Boston 
Common, there is a humorous re- 
minder of the controversy in a 
monument, erected in 1868, to com- 
memorate the discovery of the use 
of ether, and often referred to as 
Boston’s monument to the memory 
of the unknown discoverer of 
anesthesia. 

The statue of Dr. Long is placed 
in statuary hall by the Crawford 
W. Long Memorial association, and 
is the first to be put there by the 
State of Georgia. The other State 
niche is to be filled with a statue 
of Alexander H. Stephens, vice 
president of the Confederacy. 

It will be presented to the State 
from the Memorial association by 
Chief Justice Richard B. Russell, 
Georgia supreme court; to the 
nation by Gov. Clifford M. Walker, 
of Georgia, and will be received by 
Senator W. J. Harris, from that 
State.

Chief Justice Russell, as presi- 
dent of the board of trustees of the 
University of Georgia from which 
Dr. Long, was graduated in 1835, 
will also represent that institution 
at the ceremony. District alumni of 
the University of Pennsylvania will 
send a committee of twelve to place 
a wreath at the statue. 

Dr. Frank A. Boland, president 
of the memorial association, will 
preside, using a gavel from a mul- 
berry tree that grew near Dr.

ing wildness may be stumbled upon. 
A valley will suddenly present itself 
melting into the most marvelous, 
enchanting haze. Solemn, brow-like 
cliffs of rock may be found half hid- 
ing emerald pools. Crystal cas- 
cades plunge down deep recesses in 
the mountain sides, and oftentimes 
Spread out into silver, lightning- 
fashioned threads. From the top of 
Stony Man mountain it is often pos- 
sible to sit above the clouds, and 
watch the surging cloud-billows beat 
against Stony Man, just as real 
breakers once did in that ancient 
geological age when the Shenan- 
doah valley which lies beneath was 
the bottom of a sea. Other stories 
are told of sitting in at the birth 
of the clouds by watching the for- 
mation of mist in volumes of warm 
air which gradually concentrate and 
lift into the sky.

THINGS AT STANDSTILL 
UNDER CLERGY, HE SAYS 


Senor Tellez Quotes Bancroft 
to Show Catholics Were 
Foes of Toleration. 


For some 70 years the Church 
and the state in Mexico have been 
at loggerheads. What is nappening 
now, the expulsion of priests and 
nuns, fs merely the aftermath of a 
situation that got its start long ago 
before there was even talk of a civil 
war in the United States. 

Senor Don Manvel Tellez, Am- 
bassador from Mexico to the United 
States, sees no reason why any one 
should get excited about the situa- 
tion existing south of the Mexican 
border. Any one who does, he in- 
sists, is not thoroughly famillar 
with the laws of Mexico, is not con- 
versant with the real facts in the 
case. 

The Mexican Ambdssador goes 
back 300 years in defense of his 
government’s stand. Until 70 years 
ago, he.says, the Church controlled 
Mexico, even financially and polit- 
ically. 


Charch Ovw=cd Everything. 


“As a matter of fact,”’ states the 
Ambassador, the Church owned 
nearly everything in Mexico. These 
great lands were deeded either by 
the Spanish or by the people of the 
Church. Too, al] the Indian labor 
that was expended on Church land 
was given virtually free. 

“In all that time the church 
made little improvement. It did not 
inaugurate a new school system, 
made little or no advancement for 
the Mexican people. Things in 
Mexico came to a standstill so long 
as the Church was the controlling 
factor. Seventy years ago the gov- 
ernment decided upon a change. It 
was then, in 1857, that the consti- 
tiution was amended. The laws that 
are causing so much comment to- 
day came directly from that period. 
They ate not new. They are the 
same laws, but they are being en- 
forced. 

“The Mexican government, 80 
long as the churchmen were not 
adamant tolerated many. things— 
until the day not long ago when the 
archbishop of Mexico stated that he 
did not intend to obey the laws of 
the land, and that he would order 
those beneath him to do likewise. 
Then the government saw to it that 
laws were enforced. It could not 
nave done otherwise. Any govern- 
ment that wants the self-respect of 
other nations must enforce its laws. 
That is what government is for. If 
laws are not good laws, it is for the 
people to say so—at the polls.’’ 


Only Foreigners Expelled. 


The Ambassador took pains to 
point out that only foreign-born 
priests and nuns are’ being expelled 
from Mexico. He said that, under 
the circumstances, any government 
would be justified in following the 
same policy. The law is explicit. 

“If the United States government 
does not look with favor upon the 
actions of any foreigner within its 
gates, action is taken. That is what 
is being done in Mexico. The good- 
ness or the badness, the justice or 
the fairness of the law is not in 
question. It is merely a matter of 
enforcement, just as in America the 
Volstead law, whether officials of 
government like it or not, must be 
enforced.”’ 

The Ambassador cites Hubert 
Howe Bancroft, the famous his- 
torian, giving these as reasons for 
the separation of church and state 
in Mexico: 

“The clergy systematically op- 
posed the.government; were hostile 
to religious toleration, to freedom 
of thought and to free expression of 
the press; they objected strenuous- 
ly to equality before the law: made 
war against civil marriages and 
registrations; opposed foreign col- 
onization and public or any other 
education unless it was wholly un- 
der ecclesiastical control; many of 
the difficulties Mexico has had with 
foreign powers were partly originat- 
ed and encouraged by the clergy. 
They demanded every aid and sup- 
port from the laws and government 
and yet disallowed all subjection or 
responsibility to them, such as they 
had been forced to recognize during 
the royal rule. They had large 
pecuniary resources, which they 
used freely to accomplish their ends, 
constantly availing themselves like- 
wise of the low elements of ignor- 
ance and superstition.”’

The first of the District’s spring 
Street improvement projects will be 
started tomorrow, the resurfacing 
of Sixth street northwest with 
asphalt between M and O street.

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U.S. Li berals, Says Dr. Ryan, 
Blind to Mexican Tyranny 


Unanimous in Denouncing Mussolini, They Are Silent 
on Loss of Freedom Nearer Home, He Asserts. 
Cites Provisions of Mexico’s Constitution.

Director of the social action department of the National Catholic 
Welfare Conference. 


To the Editor of The Post—Sir: 
There. has just come to my desk 
a French publication which is sug- 
gestive of an account of snakes in 


Ireland. The title of this 47-page 
brochure is ‘‘Liberty in Italy.’’ Its 
author is Don Sturzo, the brilliant 
young priest who was head of the 
Italian popular party until he be- 
came numbered in that group of 
distinguished Italians whom Mus- 
solini forced into exile. Of course, 
the brochure describes not the ex- 
istence, but the destruction of lib- 
erty. Thanks to the Italian dicta- 
tor, the people of his country no 
longer enjoy freedom of assem- 
blage, or of speech, or of demo- 
cratic representation, or of econom- 
i¢ association, or of local self-gov- 
ernment. All lfberal elements in 
the United States have properly de- 
nounced these outrages. 

With almost as great a degree of 
unanimity, the liberal forces of the 
United States have been silent, or 
indifferent, concerning an equally 
grave disregard of freedom by a 
government ~- much nearer home, 
namely, that of President Calles in 
Mexico. Typical of their attitude 
is this sentence from an editorial 
in the Nation, March 17: | 

“This is Mexico’s affair, and the 
issue is really not over religion at 
all, but of persistent clerical inter- 
ference in state matters, which Mex- 
ico is trying to end, ~e for all,

fact that the Mexican government 
is engaged in a most cruel and ty- 
rannical persecution. 


No Evidence Adduced. 


Other liberal journals represent 
the persecution as merely the ex- 
pulsion of half a dozen foreign 
priests and nuns, and repeat the 
hackneyed lie that this action has 
been provoked by “clerical inter- 
ference.” It is somewhat remark- 
able that journals which have suf- 
fered to an unusual degree from 
mendacious propaganda should re- 
peat this particular charge without 
taking the trouble to find out 
whether it is true, and without 
bringing forward a particle of sus- 

evidence. 
The recent expulsion of clergy 
and nuns is but a small incident in 
the war upon religion by the Mexi- 
can government. To get anything 
like an adequate idea of that war- 
fare, we must examine certain sec- 
tions of the Mexican constitution, 
adopted in 1917. Among them, we 
find the following: “The congress 
shall not enact any law establishing 
or forbidding any religion what- 
ever.” This resembles closely the 
opening clause of the first amend- 
ment to our own Federal Constitu- 


tion, which reads: ‘‘Congress shall! 


make no law respecting 
lishment of religion*™ * 

There, however, the resemblance 
ends. Article 1 of the amendments 
to our Constitution goes on to say 
that Congress shall not prohibit the 
free exercise of religion or abridge 
freedom of speech, or of the press, 
or the right of the people to assem-~ 
ple and petition the government for 
a redress of grievances. Other 
amendments in the first ten guar- 
antee the right of life, liberty and 
property, due process of law and 
trial by jury. All these thts are 
denied in the Mexican constitution. 
Following is a summary of the pro- 
visions which destroy various kinds 
of liberty: 


Religion Under Rules. 


A. Religion. The ownership of 
churches and all other religious in- 
stitutions is vested in the govern: 
ment, which reserves the right te 
determine which of them may con: 
tinue to be devoted to their present 
purposes. Permission must be had 
from the government to dedicate 
any new place of worship. The legis- 
latures of the various states have 
power to determine the maximum 
number of ministers of religious 
creeds. Under this provision, one

Mexican state has restricted the 
number of priests to 1 for each 
30,000 inhabitants; another, to one 
for each 6,000. In the United States, 
the ratio is about 1 to 700 among 
Catholics and one to a very much 
smaller ntiumber among Protestants. 
The Mexican constitution further 
declares that no one may be a min- 


ister of any religious creed unless 
he is a Mexican by birth. 

B. Association and education. 
No religious corporation may have 
charge of institutions for charity, 
for scientific research, the diffusion 
of knowledge or mutual aid. Nor 
may any such institution or organ- 
izaticn be under the direction or 
supervision of any minister of any 
religious creed. Churches have no 
standing before the law as juridical] 
persons. Religious vows and mo- 
nastic orders are prohibited. 

C. Speech and writing. No min- 
ister may criticize the fundamental 
laws, the authorities in particular, 
or the government in general. No 
religious periodical may comment 
upon the political affairs of the na- 
tion nor publish anything concern- 
ing the authorities of the country. 


Political Rights Denied. 


D. Political rights. No minister 
of religion may vote at elections 
or hold public office, or take part 
in “any assembly for political pur- 
poses. 

E. Property. No minister of re- 
ligion may inherit property from 
religious or charitable associations 
or a ministers of the same re- 
igious creed i 

g or from any private 


individual within the fourth degree 
of kinship. 


F. Due process of law. § Pre- 
sumptive proof that a church is 
holding property in violation of the 
law is sufficient for conviction. No 
person who is accused of violating 
any of the forégoing provisions of 
the Mexican constitution shall be 
granted trial by jury. Finally, the 
President of Mexico has the right 
to expel without judicial process 
any foreigner whose presence he 
may deem inexpedient. (A _ full 
statement of these extraordinary 
sections of the Mexican constitution 
was printed in the United States 
Daily, March 10, 1926.) 

Concerning all these denials of 
fundamental liberties American 
liberals are either ignorant or si- 
lent, or both ignorant and silent. 
Those who are aware of these pro- 
vistons refrain from denouncing 
them because the Mexican constitu- 
tion and the present Mexican gov- 
ernment are favorable to certain 
reforms; for example, the distribu- 
tion of the great landed estates 
among the peasants, the recognition 
of labor unions and collective bar- 
gaining, protective labor laws and 
restriction upon foreign ownerghip 
of Mexican natural resources. All 
these reforms are, indeed, com- 
mendable and necessary. They all 
make for the increase of real free- 
dom—that is, economic freedom or 
economic “opportunity for the 
masses. No genuine liberal can be 
hostile or even indifferent to this 
beneficent program. 


U. S. Liberals Indifferent. 


On the other hand, no Man can 
Claim to be a genuine liberal who 
is libera) only in spots; who ap- 
proves certain human liberties but 
is indifferent to others; who is jeal- 
ous of the freedom which he desires 
for himself but is willing to see his 
fellows deprived of fundamental 
liberties in which he is not inter- 
ested. To the gréat majority of the 
humen race, freedom of religion and 
education, freedom of speech and 
political representation for minis- 
ters of religion, as well as the right 
to due process of law and trial by 
jury, are quite as important as the 
other fundame.ia! liberties. When 
American liberaia Jiscriminate 
against, or show theinselves §n1if- 
ferent to the liberties that have 
been destroyed in Mexico, they for-

feit their claim to the title of Iib- 
erals. No patriotic American de- 
sires forcible intervention in the af- 
fairs of Mexico; but no genuine 
American will either deny or look 


with indifference upon the assault

by the Mexican government upon 
some of the most fundamental lib- 
erties in Our own constitutional 
sytem. 

I end this long letter as I began, 
by citing the parallel between the 
government of Mussolini and that 
of Calles. In conjunction with his 
cohorts and sycephants, Mussolini 
has made over the constitution of 
Italy; back in 1917 a little junta of 
Mexiean politicians manufactured a 
constitution which has received the 
approval of a considerably smaller 
proportion of the population of Mex- 
ico than that proportion of the Ital- 
ian people which has ratified the 
constitutional changes made by Mus- 
solini.

AMERICA AND ITALY, 

The illuminating speech of. Senator 
Smoot in favor of ratifying the adjust- 
ment of Italy’s debt to the United States 
is a startling revelation of the compara- 
tive economic condition of America and 
Italy, and the enormous superiority of 
the former. 

Italy’s national wealth in 1925 was 
estimated at $22,300,000.000. while that 
of America was $380,000,000,000. Italy’s 


annual national income was_ about 
$4,000.000,000, while that of America 
was $70,000.000,000. Italv’s per capita 
wealth in 1925 was $553, while that of 
America was $3,333. Italv’s per capita 
national income was $101, while that of 
‘America was $614. 

Something more than 20 per cent of 
Italy’s total income in 1925 came from 
taxes, while not more than 15 per cent 
came from taxes in the United Staies: 
Italy has had a deficit in expenditures 
over receipts ever since the world war, 
with the exception of last year. The 
United States has had an annual sur- 
plus of millions. 

It appears that the people of Italy are 
fn a bad way economically ; that many of 
them are compelled to live on the basis 
of about 12 cents a day. Contrast this 
with the economic conditions of the peo- 
ple of America! 

These figures demonstrate how fortu- 
nate is America; and explain why many 
Italians long to emigrate to God’s coun- 
try. Obviously Italy needs a large con- 
cession from America, in the matter of 
adjusting its war debt.

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STABILITY IN PRICES. 

In the near future a number of distin- 
guished economists will appear before a 
House committee to consider a bill de- 
signed to give authority and power to the 
Federal Reserve Board “‘to accommodate 
commerce and promote stable price 
level for commodities in general’ 
through a minimum rate of discount. 
The bill provides that “all the powers of 
the Federal Reserve System shall be used 
for promoting stability in the price 
level.” 

The present law gives each Federal Re- 
serve Bank in the system the power to 
establish, “subject to review and deter- 
mination of the Federal Reserve Board,” 
rates of discount to be charged by the 
Federal Reserve Bank for each class of 
paper. 

Can a Federal Reserve Bank establish 
a minimum rate of discount “which shall 
promote a stable price level for commod- 
ities in general?’ Can the Federal Re- 
serve System be used to “promote stabil- 
ity in the price level?” This is a matter 
which the economists will undertake to 
determine. 

Obviously the rate of discount in any 
bank or city is not an arbitrary matter, 
but is governed by the credit supply and 
demand. It is a mistaken notion that the 
rate of interest and the rate of discount 
are actually and arbitrarily controlled by 
the bank or the Federal Reserve Board. 
‘Business conditions determine and regu- 
late that matter; and the board does not 
interfere with business conditions. 

A fixed minimum rate of discount may 
not reduce prices or establish a standard 
or stable price level. No act of Congress 
or amendment of the Federal reserve act 
can establish a price level for com. 1o0di- 
ties, never varying. Price is value trans- 
lated into terms of the unit of money 
ealled the dollar. Price will vary always

| just as value varies, according to condi- 


tions. 

The arguments of the economists will 
be awaited with interest by those who 
have made finance and financial legisla- 
tion a study. Will this proposition prove 
to be another attempt to have Congress 
attempt to interfere with and regulate

THE CAPITOL GROUNDS. 


The House committee on public build- 
ings and grounds has reported out the 
bill providing for the enlargement of the 
Capitol grounds. 

The sundry civil act of June 25, 1910, 
declared it to be the purpose of Congress 
to acquire ultimately all of the square 
located between the Capitol and Union 
station, for the enlargement of the Cani- 
tol grounds and for the construction of 
a direct avenue of about 150 feet in 
width from the Peace monument to the 
Union Station plaza; and certain officials 
were authorized to acquire the premises 
by purchase, condemnation or other- 
wise and to expend for that purpose not 
more than $500,000 in any one year com- 
mencing with the vear 1911. No limit 
of cost was stated. 

On A... tl 28, 1912, two squares were 
acquired by condemnation proceedings 
at a cost of $1,119,035. Condemnation 
proceedings were begun on the other ten 
squares on September 16, 1912, and con- 
cluded January 29, 1913, the total ap- 
praisal being $3.204,434; and on June 
23, 1913, Congress appropriated the 
money. 

On October 22, 1914, the court’s award 
was turned down by Congress and a com- 
mission appointed to purchase the land 
in dispute. :The commission finally un- 
dertook to purchase most of the property 
for $1,414,000, but the figure was re- 
jected. 

The government took a lease on a por- 
tion of the ground for war buildings. 
The war lease expired November 14, 
1922, and from that date to December 
31, 1925, the property has been leased 
by the government for about $75,000 an- 
nually.. Arrangements will now have to 
be made for the removal of the buildings. 

The bill reported provides for. the 
purchase of the land. There is now 
available about $1,798,139 for this pur- 
pose, the unexpended balance of appro- 
priations made in the past. 

As the value of the land sought to be 
acquired is increasing rapidly, the com- 
mittee on public buildings and grounds 
recommends that the property be ac- 
quired without delay. The bill provides 
that the Vice President, the Speaker of 
the House and the architect of the Capi- 
tol constitute a committee to institute 
condemnation proceedings, if necessary, 
to secure any or all of the land authorized 
to be acquired. 

It goes without saying that the city of 
Washington, approves this purchase. It 
is high time that the unsightly buildings 
between the Capitol and Union station 
be acquired for the enlargement of the 
Capitol grounds and the further im-

A PESSIMIST 


The most gloomy picture yet drawn of 
the evils alleged to have been caused by 
prohibition is that presented by Dr. 
Horace D. Taft to a law enforcement 
meeting called by 60 civic organizations 
and held at Yale university on Monday 
of the present week. He thinks that the 
United States is threatened with “the rot- 
ting of hex moral foundations and of her 
political and social structure, as a direct 
result of prohibition.”” The danger, in 
his opinion, ‘arises, in the first place, 
from the demoralization induced, espe- 
cially among the young, by the spectacle 
of an amendment to the Constitution 
flouted and defied, and, in the second 
place, from the corruption so widely gen- 
erated in the police and the Federal en- 
forcement service. The following lan- 
guage, used by the speaker, leaves no 
doubt as to the serious view he takes o 
the situation: | 


In the great wet section of the country 
this corruption has honeycombed the po- 
lice and detective services and the na- 
tional enforcement service, and has reach- 
ed many of the prosecuting officers and, 
in some cases, the bench itself.. It must 
inevitably corrupt every political machine 
wherever the traffic flourishes, for it is 
in the power of these machines now to 
confer positions upon their favorites that 
will pay great fortunes to their corrupt 
holders. It is eating out the foundation 
of national integrity, and it .is hard to 
place a limit to its destructive effect upon 
society. Moreover, an entire generation 
of young people are growing up to flout 
and defy a law that enters into their lives 
in many ways. Any man who inquires 
deeply and thinks seriously must feel 
that a great crisis is upon us. 


The worst feature of the whole case 
is that Dr. Taft sees no remedy. 
judgment, the eighteenth amendment 


will never be repealed; it is impossible 
to repeal or amend the dry laws; and it 
is equally impossible to enforce them. 
An impasse has therefore been reached. 

This is pessimism run wild and raised 
to the nth degree. In view of the un- 
doubted benefits already conferred by 
prohibition, some of which Dr. Taft 
himself enumerates, it ought to be pos- 
sible for a great country to cause the law 
to be ultimately enforced, and, should 
the evils of attempted enforcement be 
greater than the advantages, it ought to 
be equally possible to secure its amend- 
ment or even its repeal. The strong 
common sense which has always charac- 
terized the American people may be re- 
lied on to find, in the long run, the proper 
solution of an admittedly grave social 
and political problem.

Aware of the dangers of attempting 
to produce on general lines any new 
“Golden Treasury” that will appeal to 
every taste, the up-to-date anthologist 
wisely decides to separate literature into 
time-compartments, in order thus to 
render less arduous the task of choosing 
between the rival claims of poets and 
poems on.is attention. Even then, there 
is room for ‘many a slip, especially if the 
book deals with moderns and includes 
living writers. The old theory was that 
only the works of poets who had died 
and were buried for a decent period 
should form part of a collection, as it 
was held that lack of perspective made 
it difficult, if not impossible, to pass 
proper judgment on authors still alive or 
but recently deceased. There is some 
point in that contention, as far at least 
as the live ones are concerned, for they 
are, many of them, still developing, and 
the last stage may 
the earlier ones. For instance, the Byron 
of ‘Don Juan” is of quite another order 
of genius from that which is so faintly 
adumbrated by the poet of the juvenile 
“Hours of Idleness’; or, to take an ex- 
ample from the present day, who will 
deny that John Masefield shows in “‘Rey- 
nard the Fox” or “King Cole” a range of 
ability entirely distinct from that which 
characterizes “Salt Water Ballads”? 
Yet, even experimenters in literature 
have their place and deserve some recog- 
nition, for who shall say that the faint 
tone of today may not become the full- 
throated melody of some glorious tomor- 
row? The present is always in a state of 
flux, and only by showing its changing 
character can a true picture of it be 
given. These are the apparently justifi- 
able considerations that induce some 
modern anthologists to devote a large 
part of their volumes to the productions 
of living writers.

formation it might give Congress would 
go the way of other useful data, as, for 
instance, the report of the Federal coal 
commission. But, nevertheless, Mr. 
Thomas has the courage of his convic- 
tions, and his warning against bureau- 
cratic growth in the Federal government 
is well worth studying. Among other 
things he says: 

My objection to the growing system of 
bureaucracy is that when the Congress 
outlines a policy for protection of the pub- 
lic and creates a bureau or commission 
to execute such policy, immediately the 
interest to be regulated and controlled 
by such bureau “gets busy,’’ and soon we 


find that such bureau is manned by man- 
agers of the interests’ own selection. 


Mr. Thomas insists that many of the 
existing bureaus should either be abol- 
ished or transferred to existing executive 
departments. Under the present system, 
he observes, when a bureau is once cre- 
ated and established it is lost to congres- 
sional control, and thereafter all that can 
be done is to criticize, condemn, investi- 
gate and threaten to abolish. 

Mr. Thomas is on the right track. His 


argument is sound. There are altogether | 
too many independent bureaus in the | 


government, many of which could be 
abolished without any loss in efficiency. 
What good are such independent agen- 
cies of the government as the Federal 
Trade Commission, the bureau of effi- 
ciency, the bureau of education, the clas- 
sification board and the Shipping Board! 
They merely harass and embarrass the 
President and his advisers. They stand 
in the way of more efficient management 
of the matters under their jurisdiction. 
“Independent establishments” are an 
anomaly. The government’s business 
should be transacted by the executive de- 
partments. All bureaus should be placed 
under a department or be abolished alto- 
gether. 


THE WORLD’S FOOD. 

About a century and a quarter ago 
Thomas’ Malthus evolved the theory that 
in all ages population has tended to out- 
run subsistence, and that the time will 
come when the food supply of the world 
will not be sufficient to sustain its in- 
creased population. 

Today, the American farmers are 
doubting the truth of the dictum of the 
English economist and theorist, since 
there is a surplus of staple farm prod- 
ucts. Groups of Western farmers are 
storming the portals of the Capitol ask- 
ing fomsome relief for a “surplus” which

ON A GOLD BASIS. 


The Federal Reserve Board announces 
that since the beginning of the year four 
countries have returned to a gold basis 
in their currency. In Hungary the paper 
kronen has been superseded by a new 
currency on a gold basis. In Chile the 
paper peso has been revalued and placed 
at par with gold. The Danish krone and 
the Norway krone. have been restored 
to gold value. Gradually the paper or 
credit currencies of all commercial na- 
tions are being placed on the gold stand- 
ard. 

The world war so disturbed and disor- 
ganized world exchange of currency as 
to interfere seriously with trade and 
commerce. Low exchange has had a seri- 
ous effect on the United States in meet- 
ing competition with foreign countries. 
Low exchange tends to increase Ameri- 
can purchases from low exchange coun- 
tries, and tends to curtail American sales 
to those countries. In other words, it 
tends to increase imports and decrease 
exports. This was a serious and im- 
portant factor in the relations of the 
United States with Germany immedi- 
ately after the world war. One of the 
main objects of the Dawes plan was to 
restore Germany’s currency to a gold 
exchange basis. ? 


MADE IN U.S. A. 


_ One of the most hopeful and encourag- 
ing signs of domestic business is a na- 
tion-wide movement to push the sales of 
American-made commodities in the de- 
partment stores of the country. It is 
well known that certain foreign-made 
goods have hitherto aitracted American

purchasers, not only because of the long- 
standing belief that foreign-made goods 
are better than domestic goods, but be- 
cause there is a certain amount of glam- 
our and satisfaction in the thought that 
an imported article is a bit more “chic.”

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AMERICAN. SHIPBUILDING. 


The bureau of navigation of the De- 
partment of Commerce reports that on 
March 1 American shipyards were con- 
structing 227 steel vessels and 46 wooden 
vessels. 

All of these vessels presumably will be 
employed in the coastwise trade, the only 
shipping trade in which Americans can 
engage without severe foreign competi- 
tion. 

From the beginning, the coastwise 
trade has been protected against foreign 
invasion. This is the reason why such 
shipping is prosperous. If American 
ocean shipping could be protected in 
some way it would soon be as prosperous 
as the coastwise trade, and American 
shipbuilders would be busy constructing 
vessels for the overseas trade. 

Free trade on the high seas, or ‘‘reci- 
procity on the ocean,” ruined the Ameri- 
can merchant marine years ago. It has 
cost the American people many billions 
to have any ocean merchant marine ai 
all; and is costing them millions now 
every year, in a hopeless struggle with 
foreign competitors. The lack of protec- 
tion of American shipping in competitive 
ocean commerce is a reproach. to the 
business sense of the United States.

HERE is an old saying to the effect that Holy Week and a week in 
T Scranton, or Wilkes-Barre, or some one of those places along the 
road to Buffalo, are the worst weeks in the theater. A glance over the 
surrounding territory shows what has happened. In this immediate 
vicinity two old-line theaters have folded their canvases for the week, 
preferring to remain idle as against the heart-breaking job of trying to 
entice the wary customer. Ah, ’tis a sad, sad season—and a wurry, 
wurry world. 

All this being so, the National Theater Players are getting back here 
in the nick of time. True, there is already a stock company organized 
and doing business in the city—-the Thomas Herbert Players at Ward- 
man Park theater. Getting away to a modest start, these players are 
now going into something like their fifteenth week, which means they 
have managed to hang on while less sturdy plants sought other fields. 
In a small theater, the Thomas Herbert Players have gathered unto 
themselves a host of admirers akin to that which followed the National 
Theater Players last season.

WeR, the 
boys and girls who helped mightily toward doing all these unheard of 
things are now romping through parts in the first pday to be uncovered 
in the summer stock season ahead. The play is ‘‘The Alarm Clock,’ 
scheduled to go off promptly at 8:15 p. m. a week from tomorrow night.

O LD Steve Cochran, daddy of the National Theater Players, origina- 
tor of the idea, and all that sort of thing, is r’aring to go. On all 
sides he is beset with well wishes.

Dangerous, Mayor Declares. 


“TIT don’t believe a similar situa- 
tion exists in any other city in the 
country, nor would be permitted to 
exist for a moment. Much more 
could be said concerning the dan- 


'gers of storage of high explosives, 


such, for instance, as the constant 
tendency through chemical action 
and age to explode without other 
aid, but these facts will be sub- 
mitted from time to time as the op- 
portunity offers. Our plan is to ask 
Congress, through the various agen- 
cies in the city interested in mat- 
ters of this kind, to rid us of this 
danger, and to that end we ask 
your immediate aid and coopera- 
tion.”’ 

This matter has been considered 
by the War Department on several 
occasions, and it has been publicly 
stated that there is no menace to 
the neighborhood by reason of the 
location of the Curtis Bay ordnance 
depot near Baltimore. It is one of 
several army depots in which are 
stored the war reserves of ammuni- 
tion and components thereof. 
There is stored at that depot a con- 
siderable quantity of smokeless 
powder, both in bulk and made into 
There is also 
considerable quantity of black 
ignition powder, packed in 50 and 
100 pound kegs and stored in stand- 
ard magazines. There also are 
large quantities of loaded shells 
from 37 millimeters in caliber up: 
There is a relative small amount of 
high explosive. 

These materials are segregated 
and stored separately in standard 
fireproof magazines built during 
the war. They are several hundred 
feet apart. 

The army ordnance department 
considers Curtis Bay to be one of 
the best organized, best laid out 
and safest ammunition depots and 
has constantly in mind the neces- 
sity for fire protection and other 
precautionary measures for. the 
storage of ammunition. Since the 
world war there have occurred sey- 
eral fires and explosions communi- 
cated from one magazine to an- 
other, and in no case has damage 
been done outside of the govern- 
ment reservation. To move the de- 
pot would cost a very large sum, 
it is said.

Interference among stations may 
be eliminated gradually, the de- 
partment believes, as many of the 
active stations are being dis- 
continued, and technical improve- 
ments are being made _ in both 
broadcasting and receiving equip- 
ment. Of 1,458 radio stations of 
all sizes licensed to broadcast since 
broadcasting began. only 536 were 
January 1 this vear.:

Idea Is Enlarged. 


“When the experimental radio 
market news service was announced 
on December 21, 1920,’’ the report 
states, ‘those in the Department of 
Agriculture who were directing the 
new activity hardly anticipated the 
wonderful possibilities of radio 
broadcasting as we now know it. A 
laboratory transmitter at the United 
States bureau of standards on a

“Steam plants are dependent 
upon fuel supplies,’’ Gen. Tripp 
says, ‘‘and this means that they are 
also dependent upon those who sup- 
ply the fuel. It so happened dur- 
ing the last war that most of the 
coal miners were in sympathy with 
the allies and made commendable 
efforts to increase production dur- 
ing the emergency. It is quite con- 
ceivable, however, that in another 
war, due to our mixed population, 
a portion of the coal miners might 
be sympathetic with the enemy, in 
which case difficulties in maintain- 
ing fuel supplies might result. 

Water power, being independent 


of fuel, is not subject to this dan- 
ger. It is also more easily pro- 


tected than a steam plant with its 


attendant coal mines, and it can be 
operated by smaller forces, the 
greater portion of which need not 
be highly skilled. A water-power 
plant of large capacity could, 
fact, 
by a number of women and farm 
boys under the direction of a few 
competent engineers. 

“Next to water power, steam 
plants located on coal mines have 
the greatest military value because 
no railroads are required to haul 
the coal, thus simplifying the 
plants’ physical requirements and 
oonserving man power and transpor- 
tation.

It will be as potent as the old 

story of the young Indian who was 
sent to college when the better- 
ment of the red man was of para- 
mount interest. He was 
received everywhere be- 
, cause he was so likeable. 
"He made the football 
team, attended the 
proms, wore formal eve- 
ning attire regularly 
every night, affected 
spats and a cane and al- 
together was as civilized 
a product as the college 
boasted. 

In due course of time 
he was. graduated. 
year later some of his 
former classmates mak- 
» ing a trip West decided 
to look him up. They 
pictured him as a leader of his race, 
compelling the others to dress for din- 
ner. Indeed, there were no heights to 
which their fancy did not soar.

How Both the Charming Binney Sisters 
Have Completed the Round Trip, Thus 
Proving That the Lure of Love and Life in 
the Wealthy Smart Set Can Be Stronger 
Than That of Artistic Ambition

girls started so far back that it is jest- 
ingly said its members must have called 
upon Adam and Eve or at least have 
sent them bon voyage cards. At any 
rate, it was an established family in 
Philadelphia by the time the first as- 
sembly ball was given in 1748, and the 
forefathers and foremothers of Con- 
stance and Faire were asked to the fam- 
ous ball that began at candlelight in an 
old warehouse on the river that ripples 
by the Quaker City. 

All of which establishes beyond a 
doubt the prestige of the family and 
shows why Constance and ‘‘Fritzie’”—as 
the family call her, Frederica being her 
real name and Faire her screen name 
only—were eligible, as they grew, to the 
dancing classes organized for the chil- 
dren of society, the theater parties ar- 
ranged for the school set, the holiday 
dances for the subdebs. 


By the time they were grown they 
could have gone to all the inner-circle 
parties in Philadelphia, Boston and New 
York, and even to Washington func- 
tions, for Basil Miles, then in charge of 
Russian affairs in Washington, is 
“Uncle Basil,” their mother’s brother, 
and would do anything for his nieces. 

In fact, by the time they were grown, 
there had been so many inter-marriages 
with prominent persons of other cities 
that the girls had the entiree to all the 
important social affairs in all the im 
portant Eastern cities. ) 


The girls’ mother, now Mrs. H. Wii- 
lard Gray, of New York, was Gertrude 
Miles, of Philadelphia. When she was a 
tiny girl in her first dancing class in the 
staid old city beloved by William Penn, 
she wanted to be a dancer. But it was 
about like every small boy’s wanting to 
be a policeman and she soon forgot it in 
the conventional routine of her world. 

About the time of her debut she met 


~ Roosevelt. 


Horace Binney, a rising young lawyer 
in New York, and after collecting a 
trousseau from all corners of the world 
she married him. 

When their first born, Constance, was 
about four years old she was enrolled 
in a Washington Square dancing class 
instructed by the sister of Isadora Dun- 
can, who had taught Isadora the art.

All this time 
the various 
members of 
the family 
were looking 
forward to the 
little girl’s de- 
but. She was 
the oldest of 
her genera- 
tion tae 
daughters of 
her mother’s contemporary relatives 
being younger, and naturally there was 
much interest evidenced in plans for 
Connie’s subdeb and debutante parties. 


The interest, the plans, tailed to 
change Constance’s intention to be a 
professional dancer. In this she was 
abetted by only one member of the en- 
tire clan, her mother, who remembered 
her little girl dreams. 

By the time Constance was fourteen 
and indifferent to the nth degree to 
the school set’s dances and parties, the 
family rose as one person, even to the 
remote western branches, and demand- 
ed that Horace Binney, who by that 
time had risen to great heights, do 
something about it. 

Horace said there never had been pro- 
fessional dancers in the family—only 
he said FAMILY, like that, as did the 
rest of the clan.

a week she was solo dancer for the class, 
the next she was acting as assistant in- 
structor. and showing the princesses 
how to turn handsprings and stand on 
their toes. 


Even that did not help much and just 
as she had made up her mind something 
desperate would have to be done, and 
was seriously considering running away 
and trying to swim out to a home-going 
steamer, she was found to have ap- 
pendicitis. 


Instead of being frightened Connie 
was jubilant. She stood on her head 
and did a few flops in celebration and 
made ready for the operation which was 
performed in London. Then she was 
sent to pass the summer with Binney 
relatives in Scotland. 

That was the summer the war began. 
So Connie came home, only to find her- 
self enrolled in a fashionable finishing 
school in Westover, Connecticut. 

The Boston relatives promised to look 
after the young girl during vacations. 
They carried her off to their home at 
Easter and put her on the program of 
a charity entertainment in which they 
were interested. | 

That was Constance’s opportunity, al- 
though she was unaware of it, for no 
less a personage than Winthrop Ames, 
the theatrical producer, was in the 
audience. 

At the conclusion of the show, Ames 


offered the young girl a two years’ con- 
{ract and a very lucrative salary to ap- 
pear on _the.pretessional stage. -.--~- 

For two years she appeared in mu- 
sical comedies, steadily refusing all of- 
fers from motion picture corporations 
that were made her, saying she had 
grown used to an audience and could not 
be happy without it. 

One day a big producer asked her to 
reconsider her refusal, and she replied: 

“You would not want me if you saw 
my sister Frederica. She is really ador- 


-able.”’ 


“Bring her in,” said the motion pic- 
ture man. “I’d like to have a look at 
her.” 

Fritzie was taken to see the motion 
picture magnate. “You are right in one 
thing,” he told Constance, “and wrong 
in another. She is adorable, but I still 
want you in the picture. I'll have the 
scenario rewritten and star you both.” 

Such an eight weeks as those girls put 
in, Constance especially. They had to 
be on location as early as 9:30, some- 
times miles away from their home. They 
could not stop working until 5:30 and 
Constance had to be at the theater at 
7:30. 

But the eight weeks passed and Fred- 
erica became leading lady for John Bar- 
rymore and Constance settled back into 
the comparative quiet of eight theatri- 
cal appearances a week. 


During one of her engagements, Con- 
stance went to Philadelphia with her 
company. One of the relatives who had 
hoped to entertain Connie as a debutante 
pounced upon her and arranged for her 
Quaker City introduction. This relative 
was Mrs. George A. Dunning, “Aunt 
Mittie’’ to Constance, and mother of a 
popular subdeb. 

Such a wonderful tea as they staged 
at their home on South Twenty-first 
street, near Walnut, in the heart of the 
fashionable section. It seemed as if the 
entire assembly was present, as well as 
the members of the cast—for loyal little 
Connie refused to attend the tea unless 
Aunt Mittie asked the entire company. 

During the company’s stay in town, 
Aunt Mittie saw to it that Connie at- 
tended an assembly ball and the fancy 
dress meeting of Mrs. Wurts’ dancing 
class, and many were the luncheons and 
after-theater suppers given in the danc- 
er’s honor. 

That.was just seven years ago. Dur- 
ing that period Constance has divided 
her time between the stage and screen 
and Fritzie passed from screen to musi- 
cal comedies. It was while she was re- 
cently playing in Philadelphia that Mrs. 
Dwight Robinson, socially prominent 
matron of New York, wrote her younger 
brother in Philadelyhia asking him to

Young David Carleton Sloane, a grad- 
uate of Annapolis, and successful in the 
oil business, called, took Miss Binney to 
dinner, and saw the show. By the end 
of the last act, his mind was made up. 
He meant to marry sweet little Faire. 
He waited an entire week before propos- 
ing, seeing her constantly, however, and 
when he asked the great question, Frit- 
zie said yes, and they were married a 
week later. 

A fortnight after their wedding trip, 
the little bride was in the midst of the 
debutante social circle, receiving at all 
the teas, giving luncheons for the buds 
and chaperoning the theater parties 
Which the mothers giving them did not 
care to attend. The stage was forgotten 
and Fritzie was in the thick of society. 

And now Connie is to retire to private 
life. Furthermore, she is to go back to 
staid old Boston, the city that gave her 
her first professional opportunity. And 
all the Binney connections, the families 
that were so disgruntled because thev 
could not give Connie her coming-out 
parties aré agog with interest and de- 
light. To them it seems like an occasion 
for the fatted calf and the merrymaking. 

At any rate, Connie is slipping back 
into her old, inherited groove, and 
shortly will be giving luncheons for the 
young girls of fashionable Back Bay so- 
ciety, receiving at the teas and chap- 
eroning the theater parties that the 
mothers giving them find it inconven- 
ient to attend.

lle did this thing one evening re- 
cently, and the result was so far different 
from his expectations that he will never at- 
tempt anything of the kind again. Although 
Father Knox was careful to precede his bul- 
letins of disaster with broad hints as to their 
fictitious character and to fill them with state- 
ments too absurd for belief, he found to his 
surprise that thousands of Englishmen took 
every word he had to say with the utmost 
seriousness and were thrown into a wild panic 
of alarm by the events they believed to be 
taking place. 

If you cay imagine how you would feel if 
you were suddenly led to believe that the 
White House and the Capitol in Washington 
had been wrecked by the bombs and torches 
of a mob, that President Coolidge had been 
obliged to flee for his life, and that police and 
troops were utterly powerless to check the 
disorder, you can imagine how many English- 
men felt when they took seriously what 
Father Knox had intended for a harmless 
little joke. 

‘London is in the grip of a terrible upris- 
ing of anarchists and unemployed,’’ was the 
substance of one of the bulletins. ‘‘Police 
and troops are powerless to hold the rioting 
mobs in check, and they have begun what 
promises to be a long reign of terror. 

“Trafalgar square is the center from which 
the revolution is spreading in every direc- 
tion. Around the base of the Nelson monu- 
ment fiery radical leaders are -haranguing 
their followers and sending them to deeds of 
death and destruction in far distant parts of 
the city. 

“A great massacre of law-abiding citizens 
has taken place in St. James park. Hundreds 
are believed to have been killed. 

“In front of the Savoy hotel the rioters 
have just exploded a bomb. The hotel and 
other buildings in the vicinity are badly dam- 
aged, and it is feared the loss of life has been 
heavy. ° 

“One of the stately entrances to the National 
gallery has ‘been wrecked by a bomb explo- 
sion.

Besides the custom of taking scalps, many 
individual Indians were accustomed to take 
other trophies from the slain victims. In the 
early colonial days of New York, then New 
Amsterdam, the Dutch writers not infre- 
quently speak of their Algonkian Indian 
neighbors as taking human arms as proof of 
their prowess. Whether these arms were 
preserved or not, I have heard on a number 
of occasions from my Menominee friends in 
Wisconsin of medicine or tobacco pouches 
made from the hands of a Sauk. Whether 
uny of these grisly trophies remain, I cannot 
say, though I would not be at all surprised 
tc obtain one, even yet: Potawatomi of the 
Prairie and Forest bands have also told me 
of similar articles in their possession, made 
from the hands of fallen Pawnee and Winne- 
bago. I oncesfound some dried human 
finger tips in a Prairie Potawatomi sacred 
doctor’s bundle. 

In the National Museum at Washington 
there is a necklace of dried and strung human 


fingers, obtained by Captain Burke from a 


Cheyenne Indian, and in the Museum of the 
American Indian. Heye Foundation, of New 
York. there is an Oto war bundle, collected 
by ‘Mr. M. R. Harrington, that contains a 
necklace with a human finger as its principal 
pendant. Mr. Harrington also obtained an 
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lowa bundle which contains the dried mouth 
and ears of a fallen foe. The secrets of the 
warpath could be whispered in the ears, but 
the mouth, being dead, could not repeat them. 


A Cree Indian, whom I once met on the 
shores of Hudson Bay, told me that his father 
had once possessed a medicine drum, the 
heads of which were covered with the raw 
hide of an Eskimo, whom he had killed in 
battle. In the mounds of northern Wisconsin 
1 have found at least two bleached human 
skulls, one trimmed down to make a bowi, 
that had been placed with prehistoric burials, 
doubtless because they had been valued 
trophies of the owner during his lifetime. 

On the whole, these trophies of human 
skin or bone are very rare in North America. 
and the American Indian does not seem-—~ 
north of Mexico—to have taken very great 
delight in them outside of the scalp. Before 
we think too hard of him, let us reflect on 
our own European ancestors, who revelled in 
quaffing wine from the skulls of fallen foe- 
men.—From Adventure Magazine for Febru- 
ary.

telephoned the mayor, the police 
and various other officials to get 
further details of the ‘‘revolu- 
tion’? and to find out what steps 
the goyernment was taking to 
put it down. Naturally there 
were many anxious inquiries re- 
garding the safety of King 
George and Queen Mary, the 
Prince of Wales and other mem- 
bers of the royal family. Loyal 
Englishmen shuddered at the 
thought that some of them might 
have fallen victims to one of the 
raging mobs. 

Not a few indignant citizens 
called up the offices of the ad- 
miralty and demanded to know 
when the fleet was going to sail 
up the Thames to train its big guns on the 
revolutionists and to land forces to grapple 
With them. 

Denials by the police and other officials 
that a revolution was under way in London 
did not go far to allay the fears of many 
people. They took these denials as evidence 
that the situation was really serious—so seri- 
ous that the authorities were suppressing the 
real truth about it. 

As all broadcasting in Great Britain is done 
through a single company, the bulletins pre- 
pared by Father Knox reached every radio 
set in the British Isles, and so the alarm they 
caused among the thousands who failed to see 
the joke was nation-wide. A gréat many citi- 
zens passed a sleepless night, more anxious 
for the safety of the nation than they had been 
since those nights when England was being 
bombarded by fleets of German dirigibles. 

It was well into the next day before all the 
nervous fears were allayed and the police and 
mayors ceased to be bothered with telephone 
inquiries as to how the revolution was pro- 
gressing. When they found out that it was 
all a joke and that London was as peaceful as 
ever, many of those who had ‘been fooled were 
highly indignant. They thought something 
ought to be done to prevent Father Knox or 
anybody else satisfying a perverted sense of 
humor in this way. 

But no law will be necessary to prevent 
ihe Rev. Father Knox attempting a similar 
jest again. He declares he had no’idea 80

Ns a result, there were a lot of badly 
frightened people in New York, and when 
they found out how Mr. Bennett had fooled 
them many harsh words were said in regard 
to his ideas of humor. 

The ‘question naturally suggests itself, 
could such a thing as happened in England 
happen in this country? Is it conceivable 
that a radio broadcasting station might put 
on the air some night a- mischievous and dan- 
gerous hoax——a war scare perhaps, or a story 
of some frightful earthquake or other calam- 
ity involving enormous loss of lives—thereby 
creating a general panic and causing incalcul- 
able distress? 

Suppose that a station, its manager in- 
spired by an inverted sense of humor, were to 
broadcast ‘‘news’”’ of the destruction of the 
Panama Canal by a Aurprise attack of Japa- 
nese warships with bombing planes; or, let us 
say, a tremendous seismic convulsion result- 
ing in the sinking of Manhattan island be- 
neath the seas. Imagine the horror that 
would overceme the entire nation—not to be 
dispelled until the newspapers and telegraphic 
bulletins declared the announcement a fake. 

What is to prevent such a vicious piece of 
mischief? What precautions, if any, are taken 
to make such a happening impossible? By 
what means is the public protected in this 
country against a hoax of the kind that so 
seriously fooled the people of Great Britain? 

To get authoritative answers to those ques- 
tions, they were referred to the Department 
of Commerce at Washington, and the replies, 
given by the chief of the division which has 
charge of all matters relating to radio, were 
definite enough. He said:

Herding Horses for Movies

Herding’ horses and cattle for the movies 
is Jack Moore’s unique job. Mrs. Moore 
shares with him the thrills of organizing 
wagon trains and buffalo herds. Sometimes 
they assemble as many as 50,000 animals 
for one picture. : 

‘It takes a woman to conquer the meanest 
horses. A horse that ‘will buck a man will 
be gentle with a woman,” according to Mr. 
Moore, who has been handling horses since 
long before he was old enough to go to school. 
To him, horses are no great problem. ‘Buf 
falo,””’ on the other hand, ‘will fight you,”’ 


he says. “If you want to go on living after: 


handling them, you must stay as far away 
as you can.’”’ 

Jack Moore’s job is unique and was cre- 
ated for him, but his two-year contract with 
the movies, just signed, does not give him 
a special title. He goes on location with big 
productions, taking with him from 30 to 40 
of his own horses which are trained for mo- 


tion picture work, and arranging for the~ 


other horses needed, which may vary in 
amount from 50 to 5,000 head. 

If the picture calls for cattle Jack Moore 
oversees the assembling, care and handling 
of the herds during the time contracted for 
their- use. Buffalo, in~ overwhelming ' num-’ 


bers, have been his charges, and long-horned 
steers and wagon trains have been many 
times guided through their cinema careers 
by the man from Arizona. 

Mrs. Moore can handle any horse, having 
ridden since she was _5 years old, and even 
the Indians on their fleet steeds fail to over- 


take her on their own familiar desert tracks.

“A Painting Lost to the World 
for Centuries Reveals How 
Closely They Resemble the 
Towering Pile of Sun-Baked 
Brick Which the People of 
Ancient Babylon Reared as Told 

in the Bible 


N an obscure little Hungarian village Mar- 
tin Porkay one of Europe's best known 
art experts, brought to light the other day 

a masterpiece of painting that had been lost 
to the world for centuries. The subject of 
the picture is ‘“‘The Tower of Babel,” and it 
is the work of an artist named Tobias Ver- 
haeght, who was the first teacher of the 
‘great Rubens. 

The picture was painted in 1585 for the 
Duke of Tuscany. Two years later it was 
exhibited in Rome and caused a sensation. 
Soon after that time it mysteriously dropped 
out of the world’s sight and nobody was sure 
that it was still in existence until Mr. Porkay 
by a lucky chance uncovered it. As soon as 
Mr. Porkay had identified the canvas and 
noted the striking way it pictures the famous 
“tower of ancient Babylon, he said: 

‘America is the place for this. That is 
where this remarkable work by Verhaeght will 
arouse the greatest interest and be most ap- 
preciated.”’ 

And so, after a brief stay in Europe the 
‘newly found painting was brought to New 
York and is now on exhibition in the Gains- 
borough galleries. 

The reason why Mr. Porkay thought Amer- 
-diga the most fitting place for this painting 1s 
because this artist of three centuries ago has 
made his Tower of Babel so very like the 
newest American skyscraping offices, hotels 
and apartment houses. In fact, to look at the 
artist’s conception of the tower, one might 
easily believe that it had furnished the in- 
spiration for some of the latest skyscrapers 
which our architects have designed. 

When the height of skyscrapers began to 
be carried to 20, 30, 40 and more stories it 
became plain that it would not do to allow 
any more of them to be built as they always 
had been, straight up from the ground. If 
this were allowed, it was seen our streets 
would soon become gloomy canyons where 
little daylight would penetrate even on sun- 
shiny days and where people would be badly 
pressed for air in hot weather. 

So the authorities in New York and other 


cities established rules regulating the char- - 


acter of buildings in accordance with their 
height and the width of the street on which 
they were being erected. On a street of a cer- 
tain width a building could be carried only 
for a certain number of stories straight up 
‘rom the inner edge of the sidewalk. At this 
point there must ‘be what. is called a ‘‘set- 
back,”’ the floors above this point being set 
back a considerable distance in order to give 
more light and air in the street below. 

In very high buildings on very narrow 
streets there will be several of these set- 
backs before the topmost story is reached. If 
the building fronts on two or more streets 
‘the set-backs may vary on every side of the 
building and no two sides will be quite alike. 

The: design of skyscrapers to meet these 
new requirements of the city authorities has 
produced buildings whose pyramidal and ir- 
regular aspect is quite different from the rec- 
tangular, straight up-and-down styles of archi- 
tecture that formerly prevailed. And these 
new skyscrapers with their set-backs of vary- 
ing width and height look astonishingly like 
What we have every reason to believe the 
Tower of Babel was like. 

Our skyscrapers are built with the set-backs 
that give them such an irregular, jagged ap- 
pearance in order to permit more light and 
air to the streets on which they stand and 
als. to lower buildings nearby. 

But the Tower of Babel and other similar 
structures, all known as “ziggurats.”’ were 
constructed in a similar way in order to fur- 
nish a means of access to the temples to the 
gods which filled their various stories or Jand- 
ings, the shrine of the most important deity

of all usually occupying the very summit of 
the huge pile. 

Priest and worshipers made their way 
to‘these temples by means of inclined road- 
ways, like the railway stations. 
Which wound their way upward along the 
outside of the tower. 

Did the Tower of Babel look at all as it is 
shown in this newly discovered painting? 
We can not say positively, but archeologists 
think very probably that it did.

The word Babel is the 
Hebrew name for Baby- 
lon. Although it is such 
a familiar name to all 
Bible readers, it is men- 
tioned only twice in the 
Old Testament. In the 
tenth verse of the tenth 
chapter of Genesis we 
read: 

“Therefore is the 
name of it (the city) 
called Babel: because 
the Lord did there con- 
found the language of 
all the earth and from 
thence did the Lord 
scatter them abroad 
upon the face of all the 
earth.” 


The ziggurat of the 
neighboring city of 
Borsippa fared better 
than Babylon’s. From 
the site of Babylon this 
ruined temple-tower can 
be seen lifting to the 
sky its jagged tooth of 
riven brick work, vit- 
rified by the fierce fire 


of some besieger. 
The ziggurat of Ur— 
Ur of the Chaldees, 
Abraham’s birthplace— 
is better preserved than 
any other in what was 
once Babylonia. Two 
of the ‘“‘steps’”’ still remain, and excava- 
tions have revealed that the structure was

| Billy Dixon and Adobe Walls

One incident which had to do with the

Three of the buffalo hunters were killed 
in the Adobe Walls fight, the two Shadler 
brothers and Billy Taylor, who lie buried on 
the battlefield.— From Adventure Magazine.

The up- 
per stage is set back several feet from the 
lower, which is buttressed all around, and is 
set with its corners facing north, south, east 
and west. 

The whole southeast face of this tower was 
cleared of debris a few years ago and the 
world then obtained its first adequate impres- 
sion of this once ‘‘mountain-high” structure. 
It was called in the Sumerian language. “The 
House of the King of Right Counsel’’-—thet 
is of Nannar, the moon god. 


Kach of the ziggurats which the Baby- 
lonians built to their gods consisted of towers 
with a number of stages, each one a little 
émaller than the one below. The most fa- 
mous of them had seven stages, each of which 
was painted a different color—black, orange, 
red, gold. pale yellow, deep blue and silver. 

Kach stage was dedicated to a heavenly 
body——the sun, the moon and the five planets, 
Saturn, Jupiter, Mars, Venus and Mercury. 
The shrine of the moon god was always at the 
top, but this, unlike the others, held no image 
of the Deity to whom it was sacred. This 
was kept lower down. The statue was of 
gold, seated on a golden throne and surround- 
ed by numerous altars. 

The idea of the ancient Hebrew story of

lonian temple-towers, for the Hebrews were 
much influenced by the Babylonians just as 
they were by the Egyptians. 

Constant services were held in the temple- 
tower and there were many festivals. The 
seventh day was kept as a day of rest, and 
there were very strict rules as to what might 
be done and what was forbidden on that day. 

No work of any kind might be performed, 
und there were special rules which must be 
observed by the king. He ‘“‘must not eal 
flesh cooked at the fire or in the smoke: must 
not change his clothes; must not put on white 
varments; Offer sacrifices: must 
not drive in his chariot, or issue royal de- 
crees.”” No one was allowed to give medicine 
to the sick on the seventh day. 

The Tower of Babel is believed to have been 
built entirely of sun-baked brick, the only 
building material available to the Babylonians 


must not 


in large quantities. Jt was 600 feet square 
at the,base. 

That the demands of our modern cities, 
the congestion of millions of people in com- 
paratively small areas, should force our archi- 
tects and ‘builders to go back to the designs 
used by the ancient Babylonians in rearing 
temples to their gods is a curious and inter- 
esting fact. 

Architects think the new  design-——or, 
rather, the new adaptation of a very old one— 
is sure to do much to enhance the beauty of 
our cities, besides making them more health- 
ful and cheerful places to live in. The new 
pyramided style of construction with its ir- 
regular lines and its jagged summits will 
relieve our streets of the monotonous, prison- 
like aspect which the old skyscrapers gave. 

It would be perfectly practicable to trans- 
form the set-back ledges of these towering 


THE ROCKOPHONE 
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Shakespeare said: “Tongues in trees, 
books in running brooks, sermons in stones 
and good in everything.’’ He spoke the 
truth. The rocks mutely appeal to the geolo- 
gist and reveal to him the wondrous story 
of ages; the trees speak volumes and warn 
us of the living and the dead, while the 
clear running brooks tells the story in chap- 
ters without end. In fact, good comes from 
everything we see. Franklin, Morse and 
Edison have utilized electricity until it is 
almost under our control, while the birds of 
the air sing forth their praises in sweet song. 

William Till, of East Orange, N. J., has in 
his possession one of the most remarkable 
musical instruments. It is made entirely of 
rocks, varying in length from six inches to 
four feet, and. arranged on a frame twelve 
feet long. Mr. Till discovered these rocks 
on Skiddaw mountain and devoted more than 
eleven years in collecting, tuning and select- 
ing, so as to make a complete scale of five 
octaves. The musical sound obtained is 
particularly rich and melodious, the lower 
notes emitting a volume of sound equal to 
that of deep toned bells. J. Clifton Ward, 
of the government geological survey, 
describes the rock as ‘‘gneiss and hornblende, 
surrounding the Skiddaw granite, deposited 
prior to the introduction of life upon the 
earth, probably 100,000,000 years ago.”’ 

The rockophone was first introduced to 
the public at the Crystal Palace, London, 
England, where Mr. Till, with the assistance 
of hts family, gave concerts daily. After a 
most successful season in London, they 


toured the principal cities of Great Britain, 
receiving many indorsements from notable 
personages, including King Edward and 
Queen Alexandra, also the great art critic, 


John Ruskin, who wrote after hearing the 
concert in his home at Coniston: ‘I con- 
gratulate you most heartily on the wonder- 
ful instrument you have composed of Skid- 
daw rock, no less than on the admirable skill 
with which you exhibit its musical qualities. 
You have given me a new insight into the 
nature of crystalline rock substance, also a 
new musical pleasure.’’ 


Through the influence of Francis EK. Clark, 
the Till family came to this country and 
toured throughout the United States and 
Canada. One of the largest audiences was 
at Chautauqua, N. Y., where more than 
10,000 persons heard the rockophone. The 
reception everywhere was of the most enthu- 
siastic nature. The last and final concert 
was given in New York city.

WILSON AND THE WAR 


Walter Lippman, discussing Col. House’s 
memoirs in the pages of Foreign Affairs 
(New York), thinks the chief fault of Presi- 
dent Wilson, as shown by these revelations, 
was his failure to define American aims bé- 
fore entering the war. He writes: 

“Tf Wilson had prepared for the ordeal of 
war in practice as he prepared for it in prin- 
ciple, his claim to supreme greatness among 
statesmen would not be open to dispute. But 
the record of these memoirs shows that he 
and House up to 1917 were dependeuat for 
their knowledge of the war largely upon 
what belligerent statesmen chose to téi! them, 
They had no secret service and no diplomatic 
service which could inform them either as 
to the secret engagements or the secret pur- 
poses of the Kuropean governments. and 
they never learned before the declaration of 
war that there were in existence solemn and 
binding agreements which were bound in 
large measure to prevent the making of such 

‘just and conciliatory settlement as they 
needed for the foundation of a_ successful 
League of Nations. Therefore, they missed 
the golden opportunity of exacting pledges 
from the allies for an American peace. The 
nllies had to buy the help of Roumania and 
nf Italy. But they got American help for 
.othing. and by that disastrous oversight the 
whole grand purpose of Wilsen was almost 
wrecked at Paris. 

“The fame of House will depend, of course, 
upon the fame of Wilson, just as Wilson's 
¥Yime will depend upon the success of the 
fheague of Nations. House, it seems to me, is 


bound to share in whatever fame Wilson 
finally achieves, for it is evident even from 
the seanty records available that he helped 
more than any other man, and that he helped 
decisively to commit Wilson to the cause of 
the league. It seems to me of slight conse- 
quence whether or not the fulsome judg- 
ments of his biographer are accepted by pos- 
terity. Even the claims of the biographer 
which are bound to embarrass the colonel’s 
friends are of little permanent importance. 

“Time, and a sense of reality, and a fuller 
knowledge, will change the perspective in 
which these letters and diaries are set, and 
there will emerge, I feel sure, in place of 
the picture of a man who directed destiny, 
the picture of a man who stood faithfully at 
Wilson’s side against a destiny that over- 
whelmed them both, but in that vain and 
often blind resistance did help to kindle a 
light for the generations to come. 

“IT am inelined to believe that although 
this was the closest political friendship of 
Woodrow Wilson’s life, it was a friendship at 
some distance and always of a certain fra- 
gility. Wilson told House more than he told 
his cabinet, and certainly no other adviser 
in this period had so much of his confidence. 
But there were reservations, and there does 
not seem ever to have been the intimacy of 
two friends who can say anything to each 
other without misunderstanding. The letters 
ure friendly, but they are the letters of one 
statesman to another.

The Voice in the Water. 


These are the 
days when _  con- 
sciously or uncon- 
sciously those who 
live in the country 
—-evyen those who 
are dwellers in the 
great <city, but oc- 
casionally pass 
through the parks 
or visit the suburbs 
—-are possessed. of 
the listening ear. 

It is not enough 

that the wind 

blows gently from 

the South; ‘it is 

not enough that 

there is heat in 

the rays of the 

climbing sun; it is not enough that the eye 
catches a glimpse now and again of returning 
feathered folk from the sunny South. All 
these portend the close approach of spring, 
but the final assurance must come through 
the ear. We are listening for the voice in 
the water. 

And then we hear it. Perhaps just at 
dusk for the first time. Later, we hear it 
at all hours of the day and night. But it is 
that first clear voice which gives us the real 
thrill, the voice of the first Spring Peeper, 
the Hyla. We know then that of a truth 
the magic touch of spring has reached even 
to the mud at the bottom of the shallow 
ponds and pools. There has been an awaken- 
ing there. Within a week the single voice 
has become a chorus. “The frogs have 
come!"’ says my neighbor, And when I ask 
him what kind of frogs, he replies, ‘Oh, just 
frogs.”’ <A little questioning develops that 
the frog in mind is the green frog, or the 
pickerel frog, or the leopard frog, or even 
the bull frog—whichever frog my neighbor 
happens to be the most familiar with. More 
often than not frogs are to him just big 
frogs, little frogs and middle-sized frogs. 

It is true that these singers are frogs, for 
the Hyla is a frog, a tiny species of tree 
frog. The familiar one of the east is Picker- 
ing’s Hyla. It is found as far west as Illi- 
nois and Michigan, and in Canada is found 
in Manitoba. This little piper of the pools, 
only three-quarters of an inch in length, may 
be recognized by an oblique cross on the back 
and a V-shaped dark mark between the 
eyes. That is, he may be so recognized if 
you see him. No magician ever was more 
clever in causing a mysterious disappearance, 
than is this little fellow. If you really want 
to see him, take your flashlight and go to 
the edge of the water at night. Then the 
chances are that you will be rewarded for 
your effort. 


If you are fortunate enough to catch him, 
you will discover at once by looking at his 
toes that he is of the tree-frog group, more 
commonly called tree toads than tree frogs. 
Such a tiny fellow is he that it seems in- 
credible there can be so much voice within 
so small a compass. In the accompanying 
illustration a fullgrown Hyla is shown ona 
leaf of the common skunk-cabbage. It will 
enable you to get an idea of relative size. 


The Black and White Wood Pussy. 


One of our members writes that two 
skunks ‘are living under his barn and this 
winter have visited the pack doorstep daily 
to partake of food left there for them. They 
are very friendly. Apparently their host has 
rather enjoyed their presence. But now as 
spring approaches and it is time to plan for 
his chickens, he asks if he shall get rid of 
those skunks. He is quite certain that they 
will raid his chicken yard. It doesn’t seem 
quite fair, does it? Here he has entertained 
these black and white guests all winter, and 
now considers putting them out of the way. 

It is true that Jimmy Skunk has a liking 
for chicken. So have we humans. But I 
have much evidence jin hand that when there 
is plenty of other food, Jimmy seldom ‘bothers 
the chickens. If I were in this man’s place, 
I would not condemn before the evidence has 
been secured. It is time enough to consider

when they have given cause for their re- 
moval. Were I in his place, | would see that 
they had a very ample supply of other food 
and then await results.

ter than I can. Anyway, there he was, this 
trim little falcon. It reminded me of the fact 
that there is no one family of birds more 
generally misunderstood than the hawk 
family. Trim, handsome, sturdy enough to 
often spend the winter as far north as south- 
ern New England, in his activities beneficial 
to mankind, he still is in the minds of all too 
many folk condemned unheard, because he 
is a hawk. 

As a matier of fact the greater part of the 
food of these sparrow hawks consists of 
crickets, grasshoppers, caterpillars, beetles 
and mice. It is chiefly when other food sup- 
plies run short that the sparrow hawk preys 
on bird life; and then more often than not il 
is the English sparrow which falls.a victim. 
[ presume you know that this little hawk 
nests in a hole in a tree—often the aban- 
doned home of a flicker. 

And sharing this rather universal condem- 
nation, because of family connections. is the 
Screech Owl. Probably Spooky the Screech 
Owl is more often guilty of taking birds than 
is the sparrow hawk, but even so, the evi- 
dence is in his favor from an economic stanG- 
point. It would be far better'to condemn all 
cats than to condemn these two little feath- 
ered hunters-—Sparrow Hawk and Screech 
Owl—for the destruction of bird life by cats 
exceeds many times over the loss of our feath- 
eved triends through the owl and the Spar- 
row Hawk. 

Spooky the Screech Owl is one of the 
easiest birds to call of any I know. It hap- 
pened that this winter as I gave his call by 
radio, one responded some twenty-six miles 


from the station where I was, am another 


fifty miles away. In each case, the loud 


speaker was near an open Window and when 
the call was given, a response was heard from 
a tree outside the house. 


The Cleanliness of Feathered Folk, 


Have you ever seen Chickadees taking a 
bath in ice water? They will do it whenever 
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thing frozen-and no snow, they might be 
thirsty. She carried out warm water and 
poured it over the ice. In a few minutes half 
a dozeu sparrows were in the water, splash- 
ing energetically. Then a robin arrived, 
drove off the sparrows and started in for 
quite as thorough a bath as he ever had had 
in the summer. We never had seen a’ robin 
at this time of year before. On January 2 we 
put the water out earlier, and I do not think 
that on the hottest days in summer we ever 
had birds in such numbers. For about four 
hours there was hardly a moment when there 
were not three or four birds in the bath at 
onee. The starlings wentin twoatatime. A 
third jumped on the back of one of the others 
because there wasn’t room for three at once. 
The sparrows could manage five at a time. 

Don’t forget in your summer plans a drink- 
ing fountain and bath for the birds. 


A Naturalist’s Question Box. 


James Edgewater wants to know if grass- 
hoppers ever live all winter. 

On my desk at the moment of writing are 
three exceedingly lively grasshoppers that 
were caught out of doors early in March. 
They, of course, had wintered over. This 
answers that question.

“It is really a pity that snakes should be 
so widely misunderstood,’ she says. ‘*Al- 
most any person who is shown a snake under 
proper conditions, or who has kept one as a 
pet, becomes charmed by its beauty and soon 
loses the fear born of ignorance. 

“Contrary to the popular idea, snakes are 
warm, dry, swift and graceful and their flut- 
tering tongues are as harmless as a 
whiskers.”’ 

One of Miss Proctor’s favorite pets was a 
young boa constrictor which she kept in her 
office. It was a beautiful creature—even 
those who held the most intense dislike for 
it admitted that. Its long, sinuous body was 
a dark chestnut, shading to a coral on its 
tail, and on this was woven a most compli- 
cated pattern in ivory. chocolate, Indian red.

For instance, there is the North American 
hog-nosed snake, which is just about as un- 
attractive in appearance as in name, but 
which this authority on snakes recommends 
as a very attractive pet.

Of these, the Irish is a fair-sized fellow 
with a truly Celtic reddish coat that is tough 
and wiry, and a disposition that keeps him 
ready for anything that happens to be going 
on. He is somewhat larger than that uni- 
versally known little box of pepper and dyna- 
mite, the Wirehaired Fox, but not too big to 
be at home anywhere. 

The Scottish Terrier, on the other hand, is 
built low to the ground. For his size he 
packs more power, more sheer sturdiness and 
astounding quickness than any other dog I 
know. Quizzical, sad, merry, fearless, 
thoughtful, quiet, energetic, undyingly de- 
voted, philosophical——well, he simply can not 
be adequately described! There is signifi- 
canee in the fact that Scottie owners are 
almost fanatical in their loyalty to this squat, 
black, grizzle or brindle package of canine 
oddities. 

Both Sealyham and West Highland White 
are shortlegged dogs, too, with harsh coats. 
The former, nearly or entirely white, has 
“button” ears like a Wire, but the West 
Highlander’s are pricked after the fashion of 
a Scottie’s. Both are true Terriers. Per- 
haps the chief differences in their tempera- 
ments lie in the affectionateness--almost the 
sentimentality——of the Sealy, and the merry- 
ness of the Highlander.

Those who desire to choose their ewn snake 
pets, instead of taking them on the recom- 
mendation of such authorities as Miss Proc- 
tor, will, of course, have to learn exactly 
which snakes are poisonous or have other 
deadly habits—-for the whole category of 
snakes did not get their venomous reputation 
for nothing. Some. varieties should only be 
fostered in a suicide club. 

The most deadly of all snakes are the 
cobras: the coral snakes of tropical America, 
the cobras and mabas of Africa, the cobras, 
hamadryads and kraits of India, and the tiger 
and black snakes of Australia. 

All these cause an enormous number of 
deaths annually through snake bite, espe- 
cially in places where the natives go bare- 
footed. And yet even cobras are manage- 
able in captivity, especially in the sunlight 
when they are sluggish. 

“It is a comparatively easy thing to ‘play 
a cobra in the daylight,’’ Miss Proctor says. 
“if one is accustomed to its way. Manv so-

called snake charmers are merely very quick 
and clever with their cobras, thoroughly wun- 
derstanding how to bewilder them and keep 
them ‘dancing’ with spread hood, at the same 
time avoiding being struck at without ap- 
pearing to'do so. 

“There are, of course, natives who are iln- 
mune to the venom, and these are able to give 
a really exciting display because they can, 
therefore, allow themselves to be bitten 
freely.”’ 

The hamadryad or king cobra is the most 
to be feared of all the poisonous snakes... To 
begin with, it is very savage and irritable, 
and will deliberately attack a man without 
provocation; but this is not all; instead of 
being a little stupid like the cobra, or rather 
sluggish like some of the vipers, it is so swift 
and sure in its movements that the average 
man stands no chance against it whatever. 

Added to this, a single drop of its poison 
might be sufficient to kill a man, but eight or 
nine drops is the amount that it is likely to 
inject into a bite. Cobras themselves, and 
other snakes, have reason to fear it as much 
as man, for it preys entirely upon other 
snakes, Which it has no trouble in catching. 

Next to the cobras in point of danger i» 
handling because of their poisonous bites are 
the vipers. 

The most beautiful of them all is the gaboon 
viper, one of the true puff-adders. This is a 
very heavily built snake, with a perfectly 
triangular head and short tail. It is pat- 
terned with the brillianecy of a Turkey carpet 
in a bold design of wine red, black, various 
hues of browns and ivory. 

Perhaps its cousin, the rhinoceros-horned 
viper, is even more dangerous looking. 

Another well-known species is the horned 
asp of Egypt. which was chosen by Cleopatra 
as an artistic modo of suicide.

North America is rich in harmless snakes, 
Miss Proctor says, and most of them will 
thrive in captivity and are easy to obtain. 
Among them are the corn snakes which are a 


rich chestnut red color, the striped chicken 


snakes and the black pilot snakes which are 


two varieties of one species. 
Then there are the gentle king 
snakes with their bright mark- 
ings and the racers, 

Parallelism is common among 
reptiles and something to be carefully con- 
sidered in selecting one for a pet, Miss Proc- 
tor warns. She means that many perfectly 
harmless snakes are exact replicas of some of 
the most deadly and vice versa. There are 
‘“‘false’’ coral snakes, ‘‘false’’ moccasins and 
many viper-like and cobra-like species that 
are not poison-fanged. This is not necessarily 
due to mimicry, she points out, for some of 
the most perfect parallels do not inhabit the 
same continent. It is due to genuinely paral- 
lel lines of development from very remote 
stock. 

A noteworthy specimen of the snake faiu- 
ily from South Africa is ‘the boomslange, 
which was supposed to be nonpoisonous till 
the other day when a well known collector al- 
most died from a bite of this very beautiful 
but now known to be very dangerous tree 
snake. Other closely related cousins of the 
boomslange are found in South America and 
India, most of them a delicate emerald green 
and very slender and graceful. 

The ornamental] tree snake of the East is 
also known as a flying snake, because it is 
able to draw its underserface in against its 
back and volplane from tree to tree like a 
glider. It is certainly ornamental with its 
vellow green body, spotted with crimson and. 
black. 

For a really engrossing pet, Miss Proctor 
suggests that interesting reptile of the tem- 
perate zone, the egg-eating snake, unique in 
possessing ‘‘teeth’’ down the back of its 
throat. with which it saws through the shells 
of eggs which it has first swallowed whole. 
These are not true teeth, but processes from 
the vertebrae of the neck which penetrate 
the gullet and act as such. 

It is an amusing sight to watch an eges- 
eater eating a hen’s egg, for the snake is 
small and its head is much less than half the 
diameter of an egg. Nevertheless, with the 
help of the elastic ligaments attaching the 
lower jaw—both to each other and to the 
skull—they are able to stretch their mouths 
to such an amazing extent that the egg is 
swallowed whole and uncracked. 

When it has been dealt with in the gullet, 
the shell, in the form of an elongated pellet, 
is thrown up, its contents passing into the 
stomach.

Difficulties of 


Disarmament 


alt 


Gen. Tasker H. Bliss. former chief of staff, 
gives his views on disarmament in an im- 
portant article in the current issue of For- 
eign Affairs (New York). Without wishing to 
sound a pessimistic note, he thinks the diffi- 
culties in the way of rapid progress should 
be understood. He writes: 

“The advocate of disarmament must de- 
fine his object so as to bring his problem 
Within the limits of the possible. What is 
the thing believed to be capable of disarma- 
ment? In other words. what is armament? 
For the purposes of disarmament, I think 
that it is not only fair but exact to state 
that the term ‘armaments’ includes’ only 
those agencies for use on land and under i 
on water and under it, and in the air, which 
are provided and maintained by a nation 
solely for the purpose of international war. 
In other words, we must exclude agencies 
which are necessary, or even only desirable, 
in peace. They can not be abolished. At the 
most, attempts may be made to regulate their 
use, with the knowledge that the regulation 
vill go by the board under the stress of 
war. 

“If a conference attempts to determine a 
measurement of relative armaments, I think 
it will be found practicable only by a com- 
parison of the numbers of trained men with 
the colors and in civil life and the amount 
of military equipment of every kind. It would 
lead to no useful result to discuss whether 
the men of one nation are better or poorer 
soldiers than those of another, No nation 
will reduce its armed forcés or its equipment 
merely because it is believed that they are 
better’ than those of some other nation-—a 
point which will be hotly contested and on 
which there would never be an agreement. 

“Nor, to take another illustration, can 
military expenditures be accepted as a safe 
guide in the comparison of armaments. These 
depend in each nation upon the compensa- 
tion which it is willing to give its soldiers, 
upon wages of civil labor, &c. 

“It may be suggested that a conference 
uake a distinction between offensive and 
purely defensive parts of national armament. 
if it should aitempt to do this, it would prob- 
obly find that a fortification without its arm- 
eiment is about the only purely § defensive 
-loment. 

“tt will be difficult for a conference to 
draw up @ mathematical seaje for reduction 
Cacept VU Le Dass Or varsiing peace sliengih. 
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lf it attempts to take into accoynt such ele- 
ments as national resources, geographic sit- 
uation. or vulnerability of frontiers, each 
nation will say that its existing military ¢s- 
tablishment and preparation for war results 
from taking into account all of these and 
many other factors. That being the case, if 
a reduction is to be effected on a certain 
scale. it must be one based on present con- 
ditions. Otherwise, certain nations may say, 
‘It is possible that we can still further de- 
velop our organized strength; you must wait 
until we have completed this before a fair 
scale of proportionate reduction can be 
made.’ 

“The problem of disarmament—meaning a 
reduction and limitation of armaments—is 
the very slipperiest of all slippery problems 
to take firm hold of. No one can realize its 
difficulty until he attempts to approach its 
solution in any really constructive way. 

‘‘Many people are impatient at the sugges- 
tion of delay. They think that the solution 
is as easy as to ask and answer the ques- 
tion, ‘What is the sum of ten units?’ But 
we are dealing with national mentalities, 
whose energy will for a time be quite ex- 
hausted when they have added two units, 
It will be an indefinite time before they get 
ten. But, if they only begin, they will get 
nearer and nearer to it. The real problem is 
to begin to add. 

‘“‘My own opinion is that for the present the 
most practicable thing to work for is re- 
fional limitation and reduction growing out 
of increasing regional security. Every such 
step will be in the direction of general dis-. 
armament. And as a matter of fact, if a very 
few great nations could begin somé reduc- 
tion in that part of their military establish- 
ments which is admittedly maintained with 
an eye to thoir near neighbors, without con- | 
cerning themselves with what the many small 
nations are willing to do, the problem of 
disarmament would be a long step on the 
way to, solution.’’—Gen. Tasker H. Bliss,

—mignonette, musk, lemon, verbena, sweet briar and many others 
—whenever he runs across a female he is anxious to charm. 


HE human butterfly of fashion spends 

much money at the beauty shop for 
scents that lend fragrance to her per- 
50N. 

With the winged butterflies that promenade 
the air it is different, for in their world the 
males, und not the females, use pertumes 
as a lure to attract the opposite sex. 

This is a discovery newly made by Dr. Aus- 
tin H. Clark. of the Smithsonian institution, 
who say that the agreeable odors carried by 
male butterflies are emitted from hairs or 
‘scales which are grouped in patches on the 
hind wings. or in some species on the hind- 
most legs. 

These odors, in different species, strikingly 
resemble lemon, verbena, mignonette, clove, 
musk. sweet briar. &c. They are delightiul 
fragrances. 

The common milkweed butterfly. its colors 
orange and black, has an extensible brush of 
huirs on each side cf. the last segme of its 
body which, acting somewhat like an atom- 
izer. diffuses odors when the owner wishes tu 
register charm. 
~ By an odd sort of paradox, butterflies ar 
greatly attracted by smells which to us are 
horrible. Auything rotten draws them, and 
an expedient commonly adopted py collectors 
hunting those insects in tropical regions is to 
smear the trunks of trees with banana pulp. 
The decaying pulp makes excellent bait, and 
butterflies alighting upon it are easily caught. 

Auguste Forel, a famous entomologist. had 
in his possession some female Saturnia but- 
terflies which he had hatched and reared. 
They were a woodland species. Swarms of 
males came from neurby 
the. window of the room where they were 
kept. A crowd of ragamuffins in the street 
tried to catch the beautiful insects, and were

amazed to see them fly against the window 
und enter when it was opened. 

It would seem that female butterflies, while 
they carry no perfumes distinguishable by 
our crude sense of smell, must have a scent 
of their own, for there is no question that 
bv this means, as often observed, the males 
ure attracted from afar. 

The smelling sense in man is wretchedly 
ieeble. In insects perception of odors is keen 
bevonud anything that we can imagine. They 
have a special ‘‘olfactory’’ brain lobe, from 
which nerves extend through their antennae, 
which serve as smelling organs.

“The best commerciel representative we 
have abroad.’ said a high official of the gov- 
ernment several years ago, “is Mary Pick- 
ford.” He referred, of course, to the world- 
wide distribution and popularity of her mo- 
tion-picture personality. The piquant Mary 
and all othey stars that scintillate in Ameri- 
ean movicdom are now in that respect, in 
second place. 

First place is now held by the Americar 
motor car, the most variously distributed and 
most widely known American product. It 
does its daily task in every quarter of the 
world, even in many whose remoteness is be- 
yond the reach of the American motion pic- 
ture. ; 

a» More’ than 300,000 American motor ve- 
hicles were shipped abroad last year. And 
it is predicted that in a few years 25 per cent 
of production will be sold abroad—and our 
production of cars and trucks last year was 
well over 4,000,000. ; 

The impressiveness of these figures is 
#omewhat obscured by the data on domestic 
sales, actual and prospective; for example, 
nearly 4,000,000 cars were put newly into 
use inthis country and Canada in 1925. 

A foreign trade item of $200,000,000 
necessarily looks small beside a domestic one 
@f moré than $3,000,000,000. But when you 
-xemember that the motor foreign trade item 

1925 was equal to nearly three-fourths of 

total of both domestic and foreign trade 

-yalues of that item in 1913, the perspective 


hecomes clearer. During the last calendar 
year preceding the world war, 485,000 
motor vehicles were produced in the United 
States. In 1925, 302,924 American motor 
vehicles were shipped to foreign lands. 

It is estimated authentically that 81 per 
cent of all the motor cars registered through- 
cut the world are American. This position 1s 
due in some part to the ascendancy of the 
small car in the foreign as well as in the 
Ccomestic field. That ascendancy is receding 
abroud as at home. This is in part due to 
the growing use of motor trucks and buses. 
But it applies also to the family car. 

The proportional position held by the 
American automobile in the rest of the world 
us a Whole is not apt to be retained indefi 
nitely. Yet, if consumption abroad grows at 
anything like thé pace set in the last few 
years, this position need not be held fully 
for the foreign outlet to afford opportunity 
for all but limited further expansion of the 
American industry. 

There are now operating in al] the world 
approximately 25,000,000 motor vehicles. A 
world per capita registration one-half that of 
the United States would call for the use of 
10 fewer than 200,000,000 vehicles, with an- 
nual replacements equa! to all the cars now 
in operation. Even one-half of this business 
would insure American producers of an out- 
let for nearly three times present production.

The dragon fly, for instance. has huge eyes 
for hunting in the air. Of all insects it has 
incomparably the best sight. Most of us 
have noticed the sureness with which it dis- 
tinguishes, fcllows and watches the tiniest 
winged prey on the wing. 

The dragon fly's enormous convex eyes, 
each with about 20,000 facets. give it an 
acuteness and, one may say, a spaciousness 
of vision altogether beyond our comprchen- 
sion. At ordinary reading distance, the hu- 
man eye sees With distinction a part: of the 
printed pake not larger than the thumb nail; 
the compound eye of the dragon fiyv sees 
clearly over a wide area. 

The aeria] chases of dragon flies resemble 
those of swallows. It is almost impossible 
to catch one with a net. As if making sport 
of the entomological collector, they keep al- 
Ways just out of reach. A long handle for 
the net is no advantage, for they behave as 
if actually able to measure the handle and 
allow for its length in judging their distance 
for safety. 

The house fly’s keenness of sight is mani- 
fest to any observer. Examine the head of 
one with a magnifying glass, and the bulk 
of it will be found to consist of two immense 
eves.’ They are optical batteries, each made 
up of thousands of little eyes bunched to- 
gether, with a separate lens for every one. 
Their surface being convex, the fly has a wide 
view of its surroundings. 

Above and between the two great eyes of 
the fiv are tbree very little ones. single and 
set in a triangle. What they are meant for 
nobody kuows; it is an arrangement common 
to many species of insects. One theory is 
that they are for distant vision, but it may) 
be that they are provided for vision close at 
hand. 

The vision of spiders is miserably poor; 
they see but dimly even objects near at hand. 
It is always the movements of a captured 
insect that, by shaking the web, guide the 
arachnid to her prey. When a little jumping 
spider chases flies on a window, she can see 
them only as they walk before her at a dis- 
tance of two or three inches. If the fly is a 
bit farther away, she looks for it in the wrong 
direction. Flies are careless and imprudent, 
else they would rarely be caught. 

Grasshoppers, crickets and cicadas (the so- 
called ‘“‘seventeen-year locusts’’) have excel- 
lent hearing. The ‘‘death watch’’ wood-bor- 
ing beetle calls his mate by hanging his head 
against the wall of his galleried abode in 
joist or wainscot. But most insects seem 
deaf to noises that are audible to human 
beings, though possibly they may produce 
sounds and hear sounds beyond our range 
of auditory perception. 

No amount of mere noise in a room will 
disturb a spider. In making observations of 
most insects, one may yell with all his might 
without apparently exciting their attention, 
so long as he is careful not to alarm them

Experiments have proved that these whis- 
kers, which are the gentleman ‘'skeet’s an 
tennaec. will vibrate sympathetically in re 
sponse to certain musical notes struck with 
tuning forks.

There are many species of mosquitoes, but 
they sing in different keys, so that the males 
are not likely to be mistaken in responding to 
the notes of females of their own kind. ‘The 
dreaded malaria mosquito, Anopheles, hus a 
low contralto voice, distinguishable 
from that of the common rail-barrel mos 
quito, Culex pipiens, even by the human ear. 
The latter has a high piping note.

Nearly all insects have an extremely deli- 
cate sense of touch. Their antennae are 
organs of touch, though of smell also. Ants 
feel each other for recognition, while dc- 
pending upon smell to distinguish friend from 
stranger. Bereft cf its antennae, an ant can 
not tell a member of its own colony from an 
alien. Caterpillars, the offspring of moths, 
are remarkably sensitive to touch, 

Caterpillars recognize their preterred tood 
plant by its taste. When hungry they will 
try various kinds of leaves, but abandon each 
quickly until they find what suits their ap- 
petite. The house fly’s tongue is an organ 
of taste and of touch also, like the human 
tongue, which is our most sensitive organ of 
touch. 

The sense of taste in insects is represented 
by rows of delicate nerve endings on the 
jaw and at the base of the tongue. Ants 
are exceedingly -fond of honey. If quinine 
or morphine be mixed with honey and offered 
to ants, they will begin to eat it, not per- 
ceiving the foreign admixture by smell, but 
when they have tasted it they immediately 
leave it. 

Bees have a horror of quinine, and most

Antoine laurent de Jussieu was the 
nephew of three brothers, each of whom 
rendered notable service in the cause of 
botany——Antoine de Jussieu, professor, 
author and collector; Bernard, at one time 
superintendent of the Petit-Trianon gardens; 
and Joseph, who, among other contributions 
to horticulture, introduced the Heliotrope 
into France. 

This voung man began 
studies when only seventeen, under the di- 
rection of his uncle, Bernard. Four years 
later he was appointed demonstrator and 
assistant to the professor of botany in the 
Jardin du Roi, and immediately began to 
rearrange the plants in that famous collec- 
tion. For the ensuing 30 vears he worked 
tirelessly to develop his theory of what 
plant classification should be, and when his 
Genera Plantarum finally appeared in 1789 
it firmly established his belief that the na- 
tural system was the true basis for botanical 
classification. 

The year 1798 saw de Jussieu’s appoint- 
ment as professor of botany in the new 
Jardin des Plants, where his teaching activi- 
ties continued until, in 1826, blindness 
obliged him to relinquish his post to his 
son Adrien. During this peried he founded 
the library of the museum, which is today 
one of the best in Europe.

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A LADDER-BACK CHAIR _ 
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When it comes to chairs, the decorators 
and antique dealers use so many terms that 
the amateur often goes down three times and 
never comes up—short of the check signing!

10 LIifT A TRUNK 

An undersized, puny expressman comes 
trotting along with a trunk three times his 
own Weight on his back. You are amazed at 
the great strength of such a slight fellow. 
Yet it is not a question of strength en irely. 
He has learned by long experience how to 
lift and carry weights. 

For many years, Dr. J. F. Williams, pro- 
fessor of physical training at Columbia uni- 
versity, New York, has studied this inter- 
esting subject, and in the April issue of Popu- 
lar Science Monthly he gives some of the 
secrets of lifting heavy objects. 

“The strongest muscles in the body,’ he 
explains, “are the heavy thigh muscles. These 
should be used in lifting whenever possible. 
The shoulders, too, can be used. Don’t stoop 
and expect your arm muscles, supported by 
the back, to lift a heavy weight. The weight 
at the end of the arms is at the end of a long 
lever with fulcrum at the pelvis, and the 
mechanical disadvantage is terrific. 

“To pick up a weight, squat with back 
kept straight. Grasp the object, then 
straighten up, and the whole work of lifting 
will be done by the legs. 

“Always keep a weight as close to the 
body as possible. When you can, get the 
weight on top of your own. Another good 
idea is to follow the Oriental’s plan ‘of bal- 
ancing weights. If you are planning a long 
trip, for example, buy two suitcases instead 
of one and distribute your load. 

“The professional trunk mover never 
strains his back, because he doesn’t use 
his back. He rests the weight -on his 
thigh muscles, the strongest in the body. If 
you have a trunk to move, rol] it around on 
its corners. If this might cause damage to 
the floors, then lift it by the use of your legs. 
Remember that a slight mistake in lifting 
may cause injury to your whole body.”

The utilization of winters’ freezing touch 
and spring’s thaws to forward the work of 
the fruit growers on Massachusetts’ famous 
peninsula is one of the most interesting in 
novations in the argricultural industry in 
America. 

In every 
winter has 
those who 


wintry 


country outside the tropic zone, 
been considered an enemy by 
gain their livelihood by tilling 
the ground. Throughout the ages this one 
season has always meant a period ot much 
idleness, little productivity, for the men of 
the soil. But the Cape Cod farmers are of a 
different breed from most of their brethren. 
Since the Pilgrims first thrust their spades 
in the earth of this crooked arm of land, 
the raising of crops has been a struggle at- 
tended by numerous difficulties. Those who 
have plowed, planted and reaped have _ be- 
come, through force of necessity, men of in- 
venuity, resourcefulness, determination. They 
have been compelled to learn how to turn 
misfortune into fortune, how to make help- 
ful allies out of hostile circumstances. And 
thus they have persuaded King Winter, tra- 
ditional foe, to become their useful friend. 

The task which the Cape Cod farmers have 
coaxed the winter king to do has released 
hundreds of workers from many days of toil 
in the fields. 

Hercules, mighty man of Grecian mythol- 
ogy, could do no more marvelous deed of 
labor than this achievement which has just 
been completed by Jack Frost. For, by blow- 
ing his freezing breath upon an expanse of 
water covering thousands of acres, he has 
spread a sheet of ice upon which sand has 
been cast, through mechanical means, and 
now, as the thaws of approaching springtime 
dissolve the ice, the sand will sift downward 
and cover the entire area of cranberry bogs 
with an even layer, about two inches deep, of 
fine crystal particles. — 

In the years before the farmers of Cape 
Cod discovered how to employ Jack Frost 
as their Taborer, the cranberry bogs were 
sanded by men who used wheelbarrows and 
shovels, carrying the sand from the distant 
dunes and beaches by time-consuming, la- 
borious methods. The ice that covered the 
flooded bogs served no good*purpose other 
than to aid the water beneath it in the pro- 
tection of the vines from killing cold. Then 
a shrewd grower conceived the thought. that 
the ice could be made useful and he originated 
the custom of throwing sand upon it. 

‘Nature is more clever than man,” thi- 
farmer thought. ‘Let her spread the sand 
when the melting days come and 
she will do a better job then IT have done.” 

That this enterprising wgriculturist was cov 
rect in his theorizing was proved after tlic 
departure oi winter and thus Was begun tae

berry cultivation cost more than $590 an acre. 
By distributing the sand on the ice in the 
winter time, this cost was lowered somewhat 
and time previously wasted was utilized. 
Motor trucks came into use and then the 
cand was transported over the ice in large 
quantities and unloaded by shovelers. 

This method again lowered the cost. But 
the farmers of Cape Cod were not satisfied 
that the best method had yet been found, 
und they began a keen study. of how to dis 
tribute the sand from the trucks in some 
manner other than tossing it with shovels. 
Soon.a splendid idea flashed into the minds 
of the Urann brothers, Marcus and Carl, both 
leaders in the cranberry industry. ‘We'll 
manufacture a device by which the sand will 
be unloaded automatically in such fashion 
that it will spread evenly as the machine is 
driven along,’ they resolved. After a few 
weeks of planning they had constructed an 
appliance that fastens to the rear of a motor 
truck and. presto! the problem of economical] 
and satisfactory sand spreading had _ been 
solved. 

This winter the motor truck and spreader 
invented by the Urann brothers has been 
used on almost every Cape Cod cranberry bog 
with the result that the ice has been coated 
with sand at a cost of less than $25 an acre. 
One truck can cover about four acres a day. 

To the residents of Cape Cod the sight 
of motor trucks rumbling over the plains of 
ice, leaving a wake of white sand behind 
them. is no longer «a nove) sight. But visi- 
tors exclaim in wonder, asking Many ques- 
tions about the motor spreaders and about 
the necessity of putting sand on areas from 
which fruit will be taken this summer. To 
the average person sand is not desirable 
cultivated land. ‘“‘What good does it do?’’ is 
the most <ommon question. 

The query is fair and it must be admitted 
that the first cranberry growers of the cape 
had no idea that sund was of any value to 
them. But then an observant farmer noticed 
that bogs located near the dunes, for which 
Cape Cod is noted, seemed to thrive better 
than other bogs. Examination of these bogs 
showed that sand blown into them by the 
vind accomplished much good and contrib- 
uted in many weys to the growth of healthy. 
heavy-bearing vines. 

The sand, it was seen, kept down weeds 
und moss, it fastened down the runners and 
cnabled them to root better, it gave the roots 
: medium in which to grow that was capable 
of better drainaze and eeration than peat, 
and it absorbed Inuch beat from the sunray 
ip the deytime, radiating this 
Lines at night. 
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In the invention of motor truck sand 


spreaders for use in the winter time the 
Cape Cod cranberry growers have given only 
one of many proofs that they are among the 
most efficient of all America’s farmers. for 
decades they have been constantly imprfoy- 
ing methods of raising and distributing the 
crop that has brought fame to their section 
of the Bay State. 

In the past, through chemical analysis of 
cranberries, they discovered that this Cape 
Cod fruit contained a generous proportion of 
iodine in addition to other substances of 
medicinal] value, Cranberries, as all scientists 
know, are the only food except fish that con- 
tain iodine. And this substance is precious 
most of all because it is a preventive and 
cure for goiter. 

Realizing the value of their product to 
neople who live where seatood, with «ts io- 
dine content is not available, the Cape Cod 
cranberry men began puzzling how to get 
the berries to regions affected by goiter. To 
pick and ship the berries while green seemed 
the only method. But, scientists declared, the 
ereen berries offer much less iodine than 
ripe’ berries. The only alternative was to 
permit the berries to ripen on the vines and 
cook them immediately after picking. 

The project presented problems of which 
the eranberry growers had no experience; 
they were farmers, not manufacturers. With 
characteristic courage and competence, how 
ever, they grappled with the task and, after 
2 period of study and experimentation they 
developed a factory and system for canning 
their preduct that rivals the famous Ford 
automobile manufacturing plant in effi. 
ciency. 

As conducted at present the huge cannery 
which is located at South Hanson, in the 
Cape Cod cranberry region, is a model of 
scientific operation. Cranberries are rushed 
to the’ plant after they are picked, sun ripen- 
ed and red, and within 21 minutes from the 
time they are received they are loaded into 
freight cars, cooked and packed as delicious 
eranberry sauce, and ready for shipment to 
the consumer. During the entire process they 
ure not touched by human hands. 

(ntil recent years cranverries, in most 
sections of the country, were used as a sea- 
sonal food, usually at Thanksgiving = and 
Christmas. Beeause they are now offered 
everywhere in the form of vine-ripened ber- 
ries, cooked and canned as sauce, they are 
Yhocommgeg a popular, appetizing and health- 
ful food that is used at all seasons.

who did not tune in on WCAP during The 
Washington Post hour last Monday night, I 
will repeat some of the Little Journey to Ar- 
lington, the home of America’s historic dead. 

At Arlington, which is across the river 
from Washington, sleep in silent ranks thou- 
sands of American heroes who wore the blue 
and the gray of the civil war and the khaki 
and sailor blue of the world war. 

The glory of the service of these men 
makes us forget the sadness of death. As 
Theodore O’Hara once wrote: 

“On Fame’'s eternal camping ground 

Their silent tents are spread, 
And Glory guards, with solemn round, 
e bivouac of the dead.”’ 


Yet Arlington was a celebrated spot long 
before it was taken for use as a national cem- 
etery. Its history reaches back to the days 
of George Washington. His step-grandson, 
George Washington Parke Custis, built Ar- 
lingteom manor in 1802. 
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Twelve or fourteen years later a _ fair- 
haired, blue-eyed boy, whose friends called 
him ‘‘Bob’”’ Lee, would often come to Arling- 
ton house to play with Hittle Mary Custis, 
daughter of the owner of the house. When 
Bob Lee grew to manhood and graduated 
from West Point, he came back to Arlingto 
house to wed his boyhood sweetheart, sweet 
Mary Custis. On June 30, 1831, they were 
married in the parlor of Arlington house by 
the Rey. Mr. Keith. What a pretty sight it 
must have been. The brave, young officer. 
and the dainty, pretty-maeiden in her quaint 
dress of long ago. In after years Bob Lee be- 
came Gen. Robert E. Lee, of the Confederate 
army. 

During the civil war Arlington mansion 
was used as a hospital, and afterward Arling-. 
ton estate was taken over by the government 
for a national cemetery. ? 

For more than a half of a century.Memoria] 
day exercises have been held in the Sylvan 
temple. Nearby is the monument to the Un- 
known dead, where is the last resting place 
of 2,111 unidentified soldiers of the civil war. 

It is said that the pillars of the portico at 
Arlington were intended for use on the Capi- 
tol building, but were too small for that pur- 
pose and were purchased by Custis for Ar- 
lington house. 

Interesting objects at Arlington include the 
anchor of the battleship Maine, the Confeder- 
ate monument of bronze and marble, the work 
of Sir Moses Ezekiel, which was provided by, 
the women of the South through the United 
States Daughters of the Confederacy. There 
also is the tomb of the Unknown Soldier, 
visited yearly by thousands, just outside the 
beautiful amphitheater, a memorial to all our 
soldier dead. 

When you go to Arlington on a Little Jour- 
ney, boys and girls who are listening to me 
today, go with a reverent spirit and the de- 
sire in your heart to serve your country in 
your day and generation as these brave men 
did in theirs.
